Mr Sbokrzllah Paknejad was 
arrested by the Shah’s secret 
police on January 10, 1970, and 
taken to the Kasr prison in 
Tehran. There they tore oux ail 
his fingernails one by one and 
whipped him naked with beary 
cables made of thin -wire. 

His torture lasted for seven 
consecutive days and night* 
and ended only after bis tor¬ 
mentors had several time>. 
forced him to endure his own 
pretended execution. Mr Pal- 
nejad can therefore claim to 
know something about the suf¬ 
fering of political prisoners. 

He recounts his experiences 
today in a matter-of-iacr voice, 
a-sort of low monotone which 
suggests that be has told tba 
story before and is still wor¬ 
ried that bis listeners might 
grow.bored. 

He speaks much more pas¬ 
sionately when he refers t• 
Iran’s new political prisoners. 
For Mr Paknejad, who was 
'imprisoned for a total of nine 
■vears under the Shah’s regime 
for his activities in the Iranian 
National Front, is a founder 
member of the Association of 
Political Prisoners, an -organiza¬ 
tion which supports the polit¬ 
ical rights of detainees in the 
jails of Ayatollah Khomeini's 
theocratic state. 

He is quick to pCKQt out thar 
things are not as bad as they 
were befnre the Iranian revolu¬ 
tion when the Imperial Gov¬ 
ernment admitted that at least 
4.000 men and women were 
imprisoned on political 
grounds. 

There is no systematic tor¬ 
ture under Ayatollah Khomeini 
and at present there are only 
about 900 political prisoners in 
Iran, a drop of almost 50 per 
cent in the last four months. 
Nor does Mr paknejad’s asso¬ 
ciation campaign on behalf of 
Sai'ak policemen end other 
dependants of the Shah's

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New building for MPs will not 
go ahead because of financial 
stringency, Mrs Thatcher rules

" There is no possibility of 
this going ahead ”, Mrs 
Margaret Thatcher, the Prime 
Minister, said when asked in 
the commons yesterday about 
the project, launched on Wed¬ 
nesday,. for the building of a 
new parliamentary precinct op- 
■ posite Big Ben in Bridge Street 
at a cost of more than E 120 m. 

At the press conference on 
Wednesday, Mr Norman St 
John-Stevas. Leader of the 
House of Commons, said that 
the plan had to be considered 
against the background of 
financial stringency. 

In the Commons yesterday. 
Mr Anthony Marlow, Conserva¬ 
tive MP for Northampton, 
North, referred to the building 
as “ a gin palace and swimming 
bath 

Mrs Thatcher replied firmly 
that there was no possibility of 
the projecr going ahead, and 
added: “We really'cannot ask 
people to undertake burdens 
unless we also are prepared to 
bear burdens ourselves. ” 

Nevertheless, it was clear 
from comments outside the 
Chamber that many MPs want 
new accommodation to be built 
so that Parliament can function 
more effectively. 

Among them was Mr Edward 
du Cann. Conservative MP for 
Taunton, and chairman of the 
newly appointed Select Com¬ 
mittee on the Treasury and the 
Civil Service. 

He said: “ It is good news 
that Parliament is to debate rbe 
project because the extra build¬ 
ing is urgently needed to accom¬ 


modate the ordinary work of 
Parliament." 

Mr du Cann said that when 
all the 14 new departmental 
select committees and their sub¬ 
committees got to work, and 
standing committees were en¬ 
gaged at the same time in four 
or five rooms on the considera¬ 
tion of Bills, there would not be 
enough space to go round. 

“The pressure on facilities is 
such that it is difficult to find 
a committee room to do the 
necessary work of investigation 
that MPs are now being called 
upon to carry out ”, he said. 

** It is not a matter of empire¬ 
building. If MPs are to 
strengthen their powers in the 
control of the Executive .they 
must have proper facilities. At 
present they do not have them. 
It is inevitable that extra accom¬ 
modation should be provided. 
To talk about swimming pools 
is rubbish. But committee rooms 
and space for the staff are in- 
dispensible if we are go do our 
jobs properly” 

His committee had decided 
on a massive task involving the 
examination of the Treasury on 
the management of the 
economy. “ Tt is absurd to think 
that you can accommodate that 
work in a telephone box”, he 
said. 

After the exchanges in the 
Commons, Mr Marlow said he 
welcomed the Prime Minister’s 
assurance. Accommodation was 
difficult but at a time of fin¬ 
ancial stringency it was-wrong 
to talk about launching the pro¬ 
ject. 

“ If we were to approve ex¬ 
penditure of £l23m on a gin 


palace and swimming pool in a 
parliamentary building over the 
road it would be an insult to 
the electors”, be said. 

Mr Michael Grylls-, Conser¬ 
vative MP for Surrey, North- 
West, said : “ Example starts at 
home. This is one area where 
we can set an example of 

thrift". 

Mr John Parker, Labour NIP 
fer Barking, Dagenham, who is 
Father of the House, said that 
he was in favour of the project 
bur not now. . He had been 
against earlier projects because 
he did not like the architectural 
style ; the plans this time looked 
-more reasonable. 

He said there' was an urgent 
need for more space' for the 
Commons Library, a point that 
has been taken ' up by other 
MPs. 

Our Planning Reporter writes: 
Sir Hugh Casson, President of 
the Roya] Academy and senior 
partner of Casson, Cornier and 
Partners, the architects re¬ 
sponsible for the scheme, said 
yesterday that he was not really 
surprised by Mrs' Thatcher’s 
statement. 

“But the point which has 
not been appreciated is that 
the first phase involves the 
rehabilitation of several build¬ 
ings which belong to the 
Government, and which are 
listed.

-Mrs Khashoggi, the former 
wife of an international arms 
dealer, confirmed while giving 
evidence against the three offi¬ 
cers that the relationship with 
the politician was “ more than 
a friendship”. 


' She said that the affair was 
“common knowledge in her 
household ”, but emphasized 
that she bad never been to the 
politician’s office'or seen any 
of bis papers. 

Mr Wellbeloved said last 
night:. “The whole area of 
security in respect of the 
Ministry of Defence and de¬ 
fence forces generally is a very 
important matter. 

“There have been a number 
of Security Commission reports 
that make it dear that associa¬ 
tion with blackmailers and 
people . involved in corrupt 
practices can be a security 
risk. 

“ A recent court case 
involved corruption and black¬ 
mail, for which three police 
officers were sentenced on the 
basis of the evidence given by 
Mrs S. Khashoggi, and during 
the course of her evidence die 
name of a politician was given 
to the judge. 

“ Parliament is entitled to 
the assurance that the politician 
concerned did not have access 
to sensitive defence material. 
I believe it is important that 
the Security Commission, whose 
terms of reference cover this 
sort of broad question, - should 
be invited to consider die 
matter.”

Plans to cut benefits 
for families of 
strikers 6 are vicious’

Law Lords 
overturn

Government proposals ro 
restrict severely benefits for 
strikers’ families were . con; 

iemned yesterday as “ vicious 
and likely to lead ro a wave or 
unofficial strikes. The proposals, 
which were leaked to Tune Out 
magazine, would reduce R?'j: 
meats for some families bv Liu 
a week, leaving most with bene¬ 
fit of between £1 and £5 a week 
on present figures. 

The proposals, contained in a 
confidential memorandum from 
a senirr Treasury civil servarir 

to Sir Geoffrey Howe, QC. Chao- 
cellor of the Exchequer. are 
acknowledged to be signifi¬ 
cantly different" from others 
considered by ministers. 

The memorandum states that 
Sir Keith Joseph, Secretary of 
State for Industry, has sug¬ 
gested that there should be no 
specific provision for hardship 
payments “ even in distressing 
cases' 1 and that that proposal 
“is harsher than those con¬ 
sidered so far". 

However, the memorandum 
savs that the proposal fits in 
with Sir Geoffrey's plan for 
hardship payments to be set at 
a tow level'or left to rhe dis- 
c r “*on of local social security 
staff. That idea is said in the 
memorandum to have been con¬ 
demned as “unreasonable bv 
Mr Patrick Jenkin, Secretary of 
State for Social Services, whose 
department emphasized yester¬ 
day that no decision had been 
taken. 

The proposals would mean 
that from next year union mem¬ 
bers “ with an' interest in the 
outcome of a dispute” would 
be assumed to be receiving £10 
a week strike pay from their 
union, and their benefits would 
be reduced accordingly. 

In addition,, instead of ignor¬ 
ing the first £4_of income tax 
rebates and strike pay, social 
security staff would be in¬ 
structed to take those amounts 
into account in assessing the 
benefit. 


“There has already ; been 
general agreement that. aCtjQfl 
should be taken to'ensure that 
when strikers claim supplement 
tary benefit for' famines they 
should be deemed to be drawing 
a specified amount _ of strike 
pay ”, the confidential memo¬ 
randum says. 

Mr Stanley Orme, Labour 
spokesman on social services, 
described the proposals as “ out¬ 
rageous " last night ana- pro¬ 
mised vigorous opposition to 
them. He pointed out that in 
197U-79 only £3.3m' had beep 
paid out in "benefits to strikers’ 
families, a- small proportion of 
the total budget. 

“ We are not talking about a 
lot of money in terms of the 
social security budget”, Mr 
Orme said. “This is a mean 
and vicious attack on sinkers 
and their families that is. meant 
to deter people from taking in¬ 
dustrial action. But the Govern¬ 
ment may find that it has the 
opposite effect.” 

Mr Frank Field, Labour MP 
for Birkenhead and former 
director of the Child Poverty 
Action Group and the Low Pay 
Unit, pointed out that strike 
pay could be paid only when 
the dispute was official. The 
proposals amounted to “short¬ 
term, spiteful thinking to under¬ 
mine the authority of trade 
union leaders”. 

The penalty of declaring a 
strike official would he to lose 
benefit for trade union mem' 
hers under the proposals.

They would be proceeding 
wih their claim for damages for 
loss of business and- loss .of 
interest on £2.3m of .deposits 
withdrawn after the raid. . 

More than seventy, tax men 
and police were'involved in the 
raids, in which documents were 
seized from the offices of Ross- 
minster Ltd and AJR Financial 
Services, an accounting and sec¬ 
retarial company, and from the 
homes of Mr Plummer and Mr 
Roy Tucker, a tax consultant. 

Lord Wilberforce said yester¬ 
day that since the second 
World War the important 
human right of the privacy of 
a man’s home had been eroded 
by a number of statutes passed 
by Parliament.

It was no 
part of the courts’ duty or 
power, however, to impede the 
working even of unpopular 
legislation.

September 28 he examined a 
specimen which indicated can- - 
cer and he made a report 
accordingly. The laboratory 
number and that of the suae 
corresponded. 

An investigation was started 
on the afternoon that Mr 
McCann had the operation, as 
there were grounds for sus¬ 
pecting an error. Dr Black said 
it was discovered ihat_ there 
had been a transposition of 
tissue samples. “ We have made 
mistakes in the past, but safe 
procedures were operated .to 
detect them in time ”, he said.

Satisfaction at the outcome oF the 
lengthy and careful deliberations 
nf the Nato Foreign and defence 
minister's culmjnatfnfc yesterday in 
Brussels ws evpreswd by Kit 
Francis Pytn, Secretary of State 
for Defence when he outlined what 
had been agreed id a-statement 

He added the hope that die 
Soviet Union would be trilling now 
m negotiate seriously on the limi¬ 
tation of theatre nuclear weapons. 
Mr Pym iCambridgeshire. C) said : 
Faced with the rapid growth in 
Soviet long range theatre nuclear 
capability, notably the deployment 
of large numbers nf modem SS -20 
missiles and Backfire bombers, at 
a time when the alliance's own 
equivalent forces are increasing In 
age and vulnerability, we con¬ 
cluded that fotne modernization of 
Naco’s theatre nuclear capability 
Is essential. ' 

The. modernization programme 
will involve Hie deployment in 
Europe of United States-owned 
and operated systems comprising 
10S Pershing 2 ballistic missile 
launchers, which will replace the 
same number of tbe existing Per¬ 
shing IA. and 464 ground launched 
cruise missiles. 

All 14 Nam countries concerned 
have agreed to support the pro¬ 
gramme. and certain Infrastructure 
costs will be met through ■ Nato’s 
existing common funding arrange- 
ments- 

Gcrmany. Italy and Belgium, In 
addition, to ourselves, have agreed 
t*i stationing, subject in tbe 
Belgian case to a six-month defer¬ 
ment of implementation while 
arms control developments are 
monitored. The Netherlands will 
take a decision in 1381 on deploy¬ 
ment in their territory. The first 
deployments should take place in 
about three years’ time. 

Wc will discuss with the United 
States where the 160 cruise' 
missiles to be deployed in the 
United Kingdom should - be 
stationed ; I will make a statement 
about this as soon as practicable. 

As an integral part of the pro¬ 
gramme, we also agreed that the 
United States should withdraw 
1.000 of their nuclear warheads 
form Europe as soon as possible , 
and that the remaining stockpile 
will not be increased as the 572 


warheads associated with the 
modernization programme are 
introduced. 

Jn parallel with Oils moderniza¬ 
tion programme, the United States 
will make an offer to the Soviet 
Union io begin negotiations on 
the limitation of both Soviet and 
United States land-based long- 
range theatre nuclear systems. 

The intention is that their 
bilateral negotiations should begin 
as soon as possible. They will be 
based on the principle of equality 
between both sides; any limita¬ 
tions will have to be ade 4 uatei 7 
verifiable. 

The aim will be to contribute 
a more stable military relation¬ 
ship in Europe, and hence a more 
predictable and manageable situa¬ 
tion at a lower level of arma¬ 
ments. Because of the particular 
Importance of these negotiations 
for the European members of the 
alliance a special consultative 
body is to be set up within Nato 
to fallow the negotiations on a 
continuous basis. 

The British Government fully 
supported the alliance effort to 
reach agreement on this pro¬ 
gramme, which I believe is essen¬ 
tial if we are to avoid a danger¬ 
ous gap emerging in Nato's 
theatre nuclear capability. Such a 
gap would weaken tbe alliance’s 
strategy of flexible response and' 
so cast doubt ozt the credibility 
of nur deterrent. 

The decision reached yesterday 
is a dramatic reaffirmation of tbe 
American commitment to the 
defence of . Europe. This decision 
Is also a demonstration of tbe 
cohesion aiid political wiH of the 
alliance to respond to a growing 
Soviet threat and to resist a 
massive Soviet propaganda cam¬ 
paign. 

Tbe Foreign and Com moo wealth 
Secretary and T therefore regard 
the outcome of the Alliance's 
lengthy and careful deliberations 
as highly satisfactory.

He would be making an imme¬ 
diate review of ail cases of all 
detained people in Rhodesia with 
tbe object of securing the freedom 
of those whose release would not 
constitute a threat to public safety 
and order. Anyone detained on 
political grounds would be 
released. 

The review would apply also to 
those held by the Patriotic Front, 
in Mozambique or anywhere else.

Mr Whitelaw—It Is not a question 
of the Government; It is a question 
of this House and public opinion. 
This is a matter with which the 
Government should not proceed 
without a wide measure of public 
agreement behind it 

That is why we would wish to 
bear wbat the House and people 
throughout the country say. 

La the meantime, there are some 
private members’ Bills going for¬ 
ward. There are doubts as to bow 
successful they will be, but if they 
have some success and if it is frit 
by this House that it is right that 
they should go forward, tbe Home 
Office will not try to stop them.

Most of these people have 
been saved from die brink of 
starvation by the relief services 
in what must be one of the most 
remarkably successful rescue 
operations of recent years. 

Others will die, but _ at least 
help k coming to tbe innocent 
victims of the vicious starvation 
policy practised by thie Indo¬ 
nesian armed forces against 
Marxist militant and civilian

society certeinly magnified the 
damage and multiplied the 
scale of scandal. . 

After a two-year moratorium 
targets are now back and offi¬ 
cials in the Health Ministry say 
that just to contain the Indian 
birth bulge, each year shiuld 
sec four million - sterilizations, 
nae and a half. million new 
lUDs, and an expansion of the 
pill orogramme. .which-bas now 
reached half a mil lion women. 

However. India’s family plan¬ 
ning lobbyists arq mt satisfied. 
They feel that 7 the present 
Government, and its Janata 
predecessor, weakened the pro¬ 
gramme unnecessarily in- 
response, to the political odium 
it had attracted, generally with¬ 
out justification during the 
Gandhi year*.

Threat of boycott recede' 


despite Britain’s policy 


Yaounde. Dec 1.1.—Thu Supreme 
Cuuncil tor Sport in Africa iSCSAt 
seem unlikely nl their general 
assembly starting here Tomorrow 
to call for .a boycott of the Mos¬ 
cow Olympic Games even if Britain 
send a rugby union team to South 
Africa next >ear.

At the four-day assembly, sports 
ministers of 4S countries will dis¬ 
cuss rhe broad lines of African 
sporting policy for the next few 
years. An important item for 
delegates will be the election of 
tile council’s secretary general. 

For the first time since he took 
office 13 years ago. Jean Claude 


Ganga. of Congo, will face the 
challenge of rival candidates. They 
are Amadou La mine Ba of .Sene¬ 
gal and Jusuc Bakheni, Lesotho 
spurts minister. 

The SCSA president. Abraham 
Ordia, voiced his anger and 
indignation at British rugby's con¬ 
tinued links M-jrh -outh Africa. 

Mr Ordia explained his astonish¬ 
ment that Britain had not taken 
ihi same view as countries such 
as France, the Netherlands, Ireland 
and Canada on the 3 nu-apartheid 
issue. “ The SCSA executive com¬ 
mittee has debated (his question 
and ha* established proposals which 
will be pul to the Tull gathering 
of representatives,” he said. 

The SCSA president went on to 
deplore " discrimination in sport 
and apartheid, which all Africans 
are resolved to conthai ".

There Is also the peedint 
mutter of alienations of " match 
fixing ’ 'and Illicit payments. 

The offer from Leeds wes one 
of the reasons why Mr Rerie 
brought the case. He has bene 
offered a nine year contract as 
a consultant with a reported 
reported salary of £ 10,000 a year. 
The contract would start in Janu¬ 
ary but It is conceivable that 
other offers may now be con¬ 
sidered by Mr Revie. 

Last night Jack Marjason. ■ 
financial director of Leeds, said 
he welcomed the decision of the 
Hjgh Court. “ Now that a deci¬ 
sion has been made, the question 
of the consultancy is somethin? 
nur board will hate to discuss ” 
he said. In. the court Mr Justice 
Cantley commented : “ For attend¬ 
ing four board meetings a year,. 
Mr Rene will earn, or should I 
say enjoy. £ 10.000 a year. I doubt 
whether he could properly and 
conscientiously do the Job while 
in Dubai.” 

Ah improvement in Leeds 
United's recent form has eased 
the pressure on the present rnan- 
aeer.

Changes in store 
for Henley 
despite surplus

The future of Kenley Roynf 
Regatta in its present form is 
open to question, particularly in 
l-ietv of the dismal prospects of a 
farther period of high inflation. 
This is the view of Peter Coni, 
the chairman of the management 
committee in bis report to the 
stewards.

Oat 
with the limit of '7,000 visitor’s 
badses for the stewards enclosure 
readied before the tea interval. 

The resatta strives to keep iu 
uniaue character. In Mr Coni's 
words : “ People come to Henley 
Royal Regatta because it is one of 
the few places left where you 
can still enjoy yourself.” There 
has to be a limit on numbers 
otherwise the enclosures would 
resemble a colourful cattle pen; 

A1 though there is no Increase 
this year in membership charges, 
one can only suspect chat future 
increases will be one way of keep¬ 
ing the regatta afloat. But the 
surplus of £45,316 this year 
strengthens rhe regatta’s ability to 
withstand the coming pressures 
of inflation. 

This figure was revealed at the 
stewards’ annual meeting tn Lon¬ 
don on Wednesday. The four-day 
regatta cost almost £230.000 to 
stage. The surplus is by no means 
a profit and most of tMs money 
is ploughed back to replace 
capital items. 

The most expensive Item on the 
balance sheet is the erection and 
dismantling of stsnds and tciis 
(£34,932) and publicity costs this 
, 23 s increased by a third to total 
rhe princely *um of £ 16 .

..The original 1 Mini-' concept was 
radical. «B<j it- was . brilliant, ■ an 
exercise in. peeling, -if only just, 
.a credible .four-seater car within an 
overall length. Of just , 10 ft. The 
trick was to have the engine driving. 
. the'front and rot the back wheels, 
-and to turn.sideways so that every 
possible , spare inch could be 
devoted to passenger space. The 
Mini also had. a minimal' boot: as 
Sir. '. Alec Issigonis, 'the car’s 
designer, once remarked : “ You do 
not take a step ladder to the 
■ office”, ' ■ 

In other words, the Mini was 
intended to be a town car: to be 
able to. weave in. add. out of traffic, 


to take up the least amount oF 
space on 'tbe road 'and to be easy 
to tuck into parking spaces.' Given' 
its weight and small engine it-was, 
at the same time, exceptionally 
light on fuel—the car was planned, 
it should he remembered, in the 

wake of the Suez crisis which had 
brought back perroi rationing. 

Almost' everything -about . the' 
Mini concept has taken on a freak 
relevance, with the passing of the 
years. Rises in motoring costs, 
particularly prices of new cars and 
of petrol, - have outstripped tbe 
general increase in the cost of 
living; the volume of traffic has 
gone up'several times; and oil is 


no longer cheap, nor is it plentiful. 
If Sir Alec was right in the 39SOs, 
he is even more right today. 

As a refresher course, I have 
been driving the new base version 
pf the_ Mitj, the City, which at 
£2,404 is one of the cheapest cars 
sold .in-Britain, give or take the 
Fiat 126, Citroen-2.CV arid Dyane 
and- some dubiously priced East 
European models. .1 have to admit 
that; 1 enjoyed the car more than I- 
.ever Thought. 1 would. 

All the virtues t have outlined 
shpne through ;' 40. to 45‘ mpg on 
twtfatar fuel, absurdly., easy park- 
.-in£ and superb. manoeuvrabiKty in 
1 thick traffic. As I nipped along and 
through a line of juggernauts stuck 
fast near Tower . Bridge one morn¬ 
ing,/! thought of that lager com¬ 
pany's slogan: a car that readies 
• parts of the road other cars cannot - 
~ reach. 

And when the traffic does relent, 
the Mini can be great- fun to'drive, 
thanks to light, accurate steering, 
a much improved gearbox and, 
above all, excellent ruadholding. If. 
.you- do corner too fast die car will. 
lend lo tun wide, or understeer, 
: .bnt it is very difficult to “ unstick ” 
lVith its front-wheel drive and 
wheels at each corner, the Mini 
set handling standards for a small 
car in 1959 and it is still up with 
the best. 

Another poinr ro consider is how 
much less spartan is the basic Mini 
of 1979 compared -with its equiva- 
. lent of 10, or even five, years ago. 
Mom of tiie driver's aids and com¬ 
forts are provided, from heated 
rear window to outside door mirror, 
hazard . warning lights, two-speed 
wipers and cloth seats. Same of 
those items are required by law ; all 
the same, specifications have 


improved dramatically. Not so long 
ago, even the heater was an 
optional extra. 

And the bad news 

Serious rritidsms of the Mini 
can, however, still be made, par¬ 
ticularly on noise and lack of 
versatility. With an S50cc engine 
in the base model, no one expects 
outstanding performance aud the 
car does not provide it. In town, 
acceleration is generally adequate; 
but oh the open road there is not 
much in hand for quick overtaking. 
And if the car will climb higher 
than the TO mph motorway maxi¬ 
mum,' long before it does' so the 
harshness and vibration of the 
engine will have forced most drivers 
to pur their eardrums first and settle 
for most modest progress. 

There is also considerable road 
noise, which becomes almost un¬ 
bearable on uneven surfaces and 
makes the choppy ride seem wc"*"* 
than it Is. The Min: can be a rattle¬ 
trap. and a booming fan and trans¬ 
mission'whine do not help. The Ford 
Escort, hardly one of the world's 
most refined cars, sounds in com¬ 
parison like a limousine. 

Tbe first thing to be said about 
space in the Mini is now much there 
is .considering the car's overall 
dimensions. The car may be only 
just, a four-seater but most people 
can put up with squashed knees and 
bent necks for a short journey. The 
real criticism is char the Mini has 
not followed the example of ocher 
small cars and gor itself a third 
door. Given that the boot is neces¬ 
sarily small an obvious course 
would have been to fit a full length 
tailgate and allow the rear scat to 


be folded flar. A three-door Mini 
was briefly made on the Continent 
but never in Britain. 

The Mini’s deficiencies have been 
thrown into sharper relief by the 
newer breed of small car known, 
for want of a better term, as 

supermini". Paying Sir Alec Usi- 
gonis the siccerest form of flattery 
by annexing his basic ideas, those 
cars have at the same time extended 
and developed them. 

French cars like the Renault 5, 
Peugeot 104 and, more recently, the 
Citroen Visa have demonstrated that 
small vehicles can still offer an out¬ 
standing ride. Tbe Volkswagen Polo 
tas achieved a level of quietness 
that puts the Mini to shame. All 
these cars added a couple of, feet 
or so to the Mini's length, giving 
more room in the back and larger 
boot's without greatly affecting 
manoeuvrability or fuel consump¬ 
tion. All, eventually, acquired a ratl- 
gjte ; some—the Peugeot 104, Ren- 
aulr 5 and Visa—offer two rear side 
doors. 

It sounds like the familiar story 
of Britain being overtaken on its 
own intention. There have, over 
the years, been several proposals for 
replacing the Mini bul the brutal 
truth is tifti the company- whether 
BMC or, in its various guises, Ley- 

land. has never had the money. 

Those interested in reading about 
the Minis that never were, and in 
seeing what they looked like, should 
consult Rob Golding's book. Mini 
(Osprey. £6.95). an informative his¬ 
tory of the model which was brought 
out for this year’s twentieth anni¬ 
versary. Sir Alec Issigonis had a 
replacement ready io the late 1960s, 
slightly bigger, with smoother styl¬ 
ing and that tailgate, but the 


management of the newly formed 
British Ley land went instead for 
the medium car which became the 
Marina, 

Since then there have been 
several other designs* including a 
stylish new body from Harris Mann, 
of TR7 and Princess fame. Mann’s 
project was abandoned after Ley* 
land's overseas salesmen decided 
that the original Mini shape had 
more character. That is the tM lemma 
with any new car : to ensure that 
ir does not alienate people who like 
the old one. 

The Metro prospect 

With rhe Metro. BL has cleverlv 
sidestepped that difficulty by mak¬ 
ing it clear that the existing Mini 
will continue in production. The 
Metro is due to be launched, after 
the dealers nave enjoyed rha? well- 
publicized cruise, at the Birming¬ 
ham International Motor Show’ in 
October and promises to be a litxie 
bigger than the Issigoni.s car but 
inialler than the R3 ; Fiesta/Polo 
group. The car -.-.-ill be a hatchback 
and quite different from the Mini 
in appearance, bur including some 
mechanical features such ai the vet¬ 
eran A series engine. 

Despite its faults, the Mini will 
be a hard act to follow. With so 
many other small cars already e-stab- . 
lished on the market and new ones 
—the Fiar Panda and, it is rum¬ 
oured. a baby Renault, nn the way 
—the Metro cannot afford to be 
just good : ir must be as good as 
the best, which is a tall order for 
any car company, let alone one 
fighting for its life.

Express Newspapers Ltd v 
IHcSbane and Another 

Before Lord Wilberforce, Lord 
Diplock. Lord Salmon. Lord Keith 
of Klukel and Lord Seaman 

The act of officers of the 
National Union of Journalists en¬ 
cased in a dispute over Journa¬ 
lists’ pay oa provincial newsparers 
in calliLR on union members em¬ 
ployed by tite Press Association 
to assist the dispute by ceasing 
to put out copy—which would also 
affect national newspapers and 
other media with whom there was 
no dispute—was “ an act in fur¬ 
therance of a trade dispute " and 
bo immune from actions in tort 
under section 13(1) of the Trade 
Union and Labour Relations Act, 
1974, as amended. 

The majority of the House of 
Lords. Lord Wilberforce dissent¬ 
ing, held that the test whether an 
act was done by a person in 
furtherance of a trade dispute was 
purely subjective. It referred only 
to the stare of mind of the person 
who did the act; and it meant 
** with the purpose of helping one 
of the parties to a trade dispute 
to achieve thefr objectives in it ”. 

The House allowed an interlocu¬ 
tory appeal by Mr Denis McShane 
and Mr Kenneth Ashton, president 
and general secretary of the NUJ 
(sued personally and as represent¬ 
ing the members of the national 
executive committee) from the 
Court of Appeal (the Master of 
the Rolls, Lord Justice Lawton 


and Lord Justice Brandon) I [1979] 
1 WLR 390) which bad affirmed 
Mr Justice Lawson and granted 
to Express Newspapers Ltd an 
interlocutory injunction restrain¬ 
ing the defendants from procuring 
any of their employees who were 
members of the NUJ from break¬ 
ing their contracts of employ¬ 
ment by refusing to handle or use 
maierlal provided to Express 
Newspapers by the Press Associa¬ 
tion, 

Section 13(1) provides: “An 
act done by a person in contem¬ 
plation or furtherance of a trade 
dispute shall not be actionable 
in tort on the ground only—*a) 
that it induces another person to 
break a contract or Interferes or 
induces any other person to inter¬ 
fere with its performance. ..." 

Mr I. Melville Williams, QC, 
and Mr John Hendy for. the 
union ; Mr D. R. M. Henry, QC, 
aod Mr T. R. A. Morison, QC» 
for Express Newspapers. 

LORD WILBERFORCE said

Provincial' newspapers,., like 
national newspapers, derived .much 
of their supply of news fironi to¬ 
pless Association (PAI. a company 
owned .by provincial. daily, -and ' 
Sunday: -newspapers. It provided a 
news agency .asiftice to fcs- share*, 
holders and also- to subscribers 
who included national newspapers, 
some radio and TV'networks,.and 
overseas agencies. PA employed 
some 250 Journalists, not all NUJ 
members.

Inland Revenue Commissioners 
r Rossnunstcr Ltd and Others 
Before Lord Wilberforce, Viscount 
Drlhorne. Lord Diplock, Lord 
Salmon and Lord Scarman 

Warrants to officers of the In¬ 
land Revenue authorizing them to 
enter premises, including two sets 
uf offices and two prirare homes, 
and search them were valid, and 
the officers were also authorized 
by the warrants to search for and 
-•elze a large quantity of documents 
etc. which they claimed they had 
reasonable cause to believe might 
be required for the purposes of 
proceedings in respect of tax 
frauds. 

Tbe House of Lords, Lord Sal¬ 
mon dissenting, allowed appeals 
by the Revenue from .the Court of 
Appeal in August (the Master of 
the Rolls, Lord Justice Browne 
and Lord Justice . Goff) who 
quashed tbe warrants as being 
had on their face and held that, as 
the Revenue had chosen not to dis. 
close the reasons why they . bad 
taken tbe documents, they bad 
railed to satisfy the court that they 
had been justified in'seizing them 
and accordingly declared' the en¬ 
tire seizure void. 

Section 20C or the Taxes Man¬ 
agement Act, 1370, as amended, 
rovides: "If the appropriate 

(tidal authority is satisfied on 
nformation on oath given by an 
officer of tbe Board [of Inland

(3) On entering the 
premises with a warrant under 
this section, the officer may state 
add remove any things whatsoever 
found there which be has reason¬ 
able cause to believe may be re¬ 
quired as evidence for the pur¬ 
poses of proceedings In respect 
v-f such an offence as is men¬ 
tioned in subsection (1) above **. 

The warrant In respect of the 
Rossminster offices read : " To: 
Raymond Quinlan and to the per¬ 
sons named in the first schedule 
. . . officers of the Board. . . . 
Information on oath having been 
laid this day by Raymond Quin¬ 
lan in accordance with [section- 
2DC] stating that there is reason¬ 
able ground for suspecting that 
an offence involving fraud in con¬ 
nexion with or in relation to tax 
has been committed and that evi¬ 
dence of it is to be found on the 
premises described in the second 
seftedoie. . . . You arc hereby 
authorized to enter those premises, 

. . . and search them ; and on en¬ 
tering those premises with this 
warrant you may seize and remove 


any things whatsoever found there 
which you have reasonable cause 
to believe may he required as 
evidence for the purposes of pro¬ 
ceedings in respect of such an 
of fence. ..." 

On July 12 Judge Leonard, the 
Common Serjeant, sitting at the 
Central Criminal Court, issued 
four warrants under section 20C 
authorizing the search of four 
premises. Those premises were 
the offices of Rossminster Ltd, 
the home of Mr Ronald Anthony 
Plummer, the managing director, 
the offices of A J R Financial Ser¬ 
vices Ltd. who provided secre¬ 
tarial and accounting services to 
the Rossminster group of com¬ 
panies, and the home of Mr Roy 
Clifford Tucker, . a chartered 
accountant with a business rela¬ 
tionship with the group. 

The next day at 7 am. officers 
of tiie Revenue accompanied by 
police officers went to the homes 
of Mr Plummer and Mr Tucker 
and to the offices of Rossminster 
and A J R Financial Services 
to execute the i van-ants. They 
waited at the offices until em¬ 
ployees arrived to ler them in, but 
at the homes of Mr Plummer aod 
Air Tucker they demanded admit¬ 
tance at 7 am. yhtually all the 
papers and documents that Mr 
Plummers’ house ,contalned were 
seized and removed. Much the 
same occurred at Mr Tucker's 
house. Van loads of documents 
were taken from Rossmiaster's 
offices ; the officers remained in 
tiie premises .ail > day. Much the 
same occurred at A J R's offices. 
The Revenue refused to say what 
offence was alleged to have been 
committed and by wbom. 

The Divisional Court refused the 
respondents’ applications lor 
certiorari to quash the warrants 
and a declaration that the Revenue 
officers had not been entitled to 
remove and ought to deliver up 
to them all documents and other 
things taken from their premises. 
The Court of Appeal allowed the 
respondents’ appeal. 

Mr Robert Gatehouse, QC, Mr 
Brian Davenport And Mr Michael 
Nellgan for the Revenue; Mr 
Andrew Bateson, QC, and Mr 
Michael Tugendhat for the respon¬ 
dents.

LORD WILBERFORCE said that 
the integrity and privacy of a 
man's home, and of his place of 
business, an important human 
right, bad, since tiie Second World 
War. been eroded by a number of 
Acts passed by Parliament In tbe 
belief, presumably, that that right- 
ought in ■ some cases to be 
overridden by the interest that the 
public had in preventing evasions 
of tbe law.

the guardians of the citizens' right 
to privacy. But they must do fotu 
In the context of' the times, ie. 
of increasing parliamentary intet- 
v end on and of the modern power 
of judicial review. Appeals to 
eighteenth century precedents or 
arbitrary action by Secretaries of 
State and references to general 
warrants did nothing* to throw 
light on the issue. Furthermore, 
while the courts might look criti. 
rally ar legislation that Impaired 
the rights of citizens and should 
resolve any doubt in Interpreta¬ 
tion in their favour, it was no 
part of their duty, or power, to 
restrict or Impede the working of 
legislation, even unpopular legis¬ 
lation ; to do so woniq be ro 
weaken rather than advance the 
democratic 'process. 

It was necessary to be dear at 
once that Parliament, in conferring 
those unde powers, had introduced 
substantial safeguards. Those rele¬ 
vant to the present case were 
three. 

(1) No action could be taken 
under section 20C without the 
approval of the Board of Inland 
Revenue—two members, at least, 
acting personally. Tbe board con¬ 
sisted of senior and responsible 
officials expert in the subject- 
matter, who must be expected to 
weigh carefully the issues of public 
interest involved. 

(2) No warrant to enter could be. 
issued except by a circuit Judge, 
ff lie,did his duty, be must care¬ 
fully ’ consider for himself the 
grounds put forward by the 
revenue officer and judicially 
satisfy himself. In relation to each 
of the premises concerned, that 
they amounted to reasonable 
grounds for saspecting, Ac. It 
would be quite wrong to suppose 
that he acted simply as a rubber 
stomp on the Revenue’s applica¬ 
tion. 

(31 The courts retained their fulT 
powers of judicial and executive 
action. Nothing In section 2QC 
cut them down; on the contrary. 
Parliament, by using such phrases 
as “is ■ satisfied ” aod ' ** has' 
reasonable cause to believe ", must 
be taken to accept the restraints 
that the courts in many cases had 
held to be Inherent in them. 

The courts were concerned, in 
the present case, only with two 
matters bearing on legality- (1) 
Were the warrants valid ? 12) 
Could the actual action taken 
under section 20C (3) be chal¬ 
lenged on the ground that the 
officers bad not had, or could not 
have bad, reasonable cause to 
believe tint tbe documents that 
they bad seized might be required 
as evidence for the purposes of 
proceedings in respect of a " tax 
fraud -’? A third possible issue, 
foaMBfcce had:hot been before the 
judge, sufficient -material pa.' which. 
to---be satisfied 'ds Aection Z0C- 
required-, -had -hot been pursued in 
the House, dor thought sustainable 
by the Court of Appeal. 

Hiaitprdslflp-thought rl»t the. 
view ■ W the '-Divisional Court on, 
each <of'the-first tiro issues was- 
correct-, .-and lfe was wflling tO ( 
adopt the' judgment. He added a 
few observations. 

J.-He could Veil- understand the; 
perplexity,. •'- and".- indeed Jnd igna-:-- 
don; of those', present • on the - 
premise^ -when. ..they - bad' been.' 
searched. Beyond, knowing, as-ap-r 
peared in. ihfe -warrant, .that the* 
search .was in''connexion - with a

told what the precise. • nature of ■ 
the alleged fraud was, a-hen it had 
been committed, or by whom It- bad 
been‘committed, fn the case of a 
concern, .with numerous clients, . 
ea. a bank, without that know¬ 
ledge. tbe occupier of the .premises 
was totally unable to protect his- 
customers' con fide otiaf Informa¬ 
tion from Investigation and:seizure. 
His .Lordship ' could not believe 
that that did . not call for a fresh 
loqk by Parliament. But, an the 
plain words of the enactment, the 
officers' were entitled, if. they 
could persuade tbe board and the, 
judge, to enter and 'search premises 
regardless of whom they belonged 
to : a warrant- that: conferred that - 
power was strictly and exactly 
within the parliamentary authority, 
and the occupier had no answer 
to it. 

Some Information as to the 
person(s) alleged to have com¬ 
mitted an offence and possibly as 
to the approximate dates'of the 
offences must almost certainly 
have laid before tbe board and 
the judge, but tbe occupier had no 
right to be told of that at that 
stage, nor to be informed of the 
" reasonable grounds" of which 
the judge had been satisfied. All 
that Information was clearly pro¬ 
tected by the public interest im¬ 
munity that covered investigations 
into possible criminal offences. 

The Court of -Appeal had taken 
the view that the warrants were 
invalid because they did not suf¬ 
ficiently particularize the alleged 
offence(s>. Tbe court had not 
made dear exactly what particulars 
should have been given, and his 
Lordship thought that it could not 
be done. The warrant: followed tin 
wording of the Act, “ fraud In con¬ 
nexion with or in relation to 
tax " : a portmanteau description 
that covered a number of com¬ 
mon law and statutory offences. 
To require specification at the pre¬ 
sent investigatory stage would he 
Impracticable given the complexity 
of “ tax frauds ’’ and the differ¬ 
ent persons who might be involved. 

Moreover, particularization, if 
required, would no doubt take tbe 
form of a listing of one offence 
and/or another or others, and 
there would clearly be power, on 
well-accepted principles, alter 
entry had been made in connexion 
with one particular offence, to 
seize material bearing on. other 
offences within the portmanteau. 
So particniariranon. even.if prac¬ 
ticable, would not help .the .occu¬ 
pier. Adherence to the statutory 
formula was sufficient. 

The person affected by the war¬ 


rant had tiie right to be satisfied 
that the power to issue it existed r 
therefore it should contain, and in 
the present case it had' contained, 
a reference to that power. It would, 
be wise ro add a statement of 
satisfaction on tbe part of the 
judicial authority as to the mat¬ 
ters on which he must be satisfied, 
but that was nor a requirement 
and its absence did not go to 
validity. Tn complain of its 
absence in the present case when, 
as was admitted, no challenge 
could be made as to the satisfac¬ 
tion, in fact, of the judge, would 
be technical and irrational. 

2 As to “ reasonable cause to 
believe ” in section 20C (3). the 
existence of that reasonable clause, 
and or the belief founded on it, 
was ultimately a question of fact 
to be tried on evidence. There 
had been a substantial conflict of 
evidence as to the manner in which 
the searches had been carried out, 
the respondents broadly contend¬ 
ing that the officers had given no 
real consideration to the question 
whether Individual documents 
might be required as evidence, the 
Revenue asserting that they-bad 
had detailed instructions as to what 
m look for and seize and that 
those bad been complied with. The 
evidence had fallen very far short 
of supporting the declaration 
granted by the Court of Appeal in 
effect that the Revenue hod 
exceeded their powers. 

The respondents' failure at the 
present stage was not necessarily 
the end of the matter: thejr could 
proceed with an action against tiie 
Revenue for, fn effect, excess of 
power and for trespass, and any 
aggravation could be taken into 
account. The immunity that 
existed at the stage of initial 
investigation would eventually 
lapse — broadly, when criminal 
proceedings were over or had not 
been taken within a reasonable 
time. Then the Revenue would 
have to make good and specify 
the existence and cause of thear 
belief that things removed might 
be required as evidence for the 
purpose of “ tax fraud ” proceed¬ 
ings and the issue would be. tried 
in a normal manner. 

VISCOUNT DILflORNE, concur¬ 
ring, said that tiie Revenue had 
sought to justify their early visit. 
to the homes of Mr Pl cmn ig and 
Mr Tucker- on the ground that 
they had wanted to get to those 
homes while someone was at home, 
so as to avoid having to force an 
entry. That did not appear to his 
Lordship to be a good ground for 
arriving ar that time. If the 
officers bad come a little later, 
they might have caused less.dte 
turbance and distress aod. sdil 
have found someone at home. If 
section .200 were revised,, con¬ 
sideration might be given to re¬ 
stricting the time within which 
such a warrant could be executed, 

. Without wishing to cast any re* 
flection on the Common Serjeant, 
-as'the .requirement that a judge 
should be satisfied of the matters 
in section 20C. (1). (a) and (b) 
was - the final safeguard a gains/ 
abuse of the powers given by- the 
section, and in view of the fact 

- that-tax frauds more often than 
not were or great complexity, it 

' might be preferable tn place the 
responsibility for the exercise of 
"the-powers on a High Conn'judge. 

- Although not made necessary 
by the section, his Lordship 
thought it most desirable- that -a 
warrant should make it clear-ftM 
die statutory conditions precedent 
to die issue of a valid warrant bad 
been complied with ; also that tija 
warrant should state accurately 
what it authorized to be done. 

- Strictly, there was no need for 
it ro refer at all to the power-to 
seize and remove, hut. If it was 
thought desirable for it to do so, it 
should be stated that tbe power 
was exercisable by virtue of. sec- - 
tiorv 20C (3 j. 

Lord Diplock delivered- a 
speech concurring in allowing the 
appeals. 

- LORD SALMON, dissenting, saM 
that he agreed with the Master 
uf the Rolls that " Once great 
power is granted, there Is a dan¬ 
ger of it being abused. Rachct 
than risk such abuse, it Is . - . 
the duty of the courts <0 to 
construe the statute os to see 
that it encroaches as little as 
possible upon the liberties of the 
people nf England.” 

The first parr of each warrant 
made It plain that it was issued 
on the faith of tbe information 
on oath by Raymond Quinlan 
sparing that there was reasonable 

S ound for suspecting, etc. it 
Uov/cd that section 20C(l)(a> 
had nor been complied with, if 
it had been, the warrant would 
have read quite differently, per¬ 
haps somewhat as follows: 

** Evidence on oath which estab¬ 
lishes that there is reasonable 
ground for suspecting, etc., hav¬ 
ing been laid before me this aay 
by Raymond Quinlan. Z am satis¬ 
fied in accordafte with the pro* 
visions of section 20C . .. that 

there is rcasunablc ground for 
suspecting, etc.” 

Search warrants like the pre¬ 
sent were, in his Lordship's view, 
invalid because they recited as 
the reason for their issue only 
that an officer of the Inland 
Revenue bad stated on oath thal 
there was reasonable ground .for 

suspecting, etc- If the judge 

gave that as his reason lor issu¬ 
ing a warrant, it seemed to his 
Lordship tn follow that his reas¬ 
on for issuing ft could not be 
that he was so satisfied by the 
information given to him oc oath 
by aa officer of the Revenue ol 
rJw detailed facts that the officer 
had ascertained, hut was that the: 
officer had stated on oath that 
there was reasonable ground to- 
suspect, etc. 

Lord Scarman delivered . -a 
speech concurring in allowing tbe.

..'Though the injunctions -had.,

..the. scope of section--13, and u>

Tbe isstoe to be resolved arose 
out- of foe great extension of in¬ 
dustrial action in recent' years. 
Wben trade disputes were confined 
to disputes between employees 'and 
their employers or between, em¬ 
ployees in an undertaking, it -was 
not difficult to decide whether in¬ 
dustrial action was in contempla¬ 
tion or furtherance of a trade 
dispute. 

The definition of “ trade dis¬ 
pute ”, however, had been ex¬ 
tended.; it had farther been 
'enlarged by foe 1974 Act and foe 
amendment Act of 1976. The wide 
definition now included a diroute 
between employers and workers, 
or between workers and workers 
which “ is connected with ” one 
or more of a list of seven matters 
(section 29(1) as amended). Cor- . 
responding);, industrial action 
had been greatly widened. It might 
exrend so customers or suppliers 
of a party to foe dispute, on the 
baste - that through them pressure 
on the party was Intensified. 

In still other cases/ of which 
foe present was one. It might 
extend to customers or suppliers 
of such suppliers or customers 
who might, and probably would, 
have no dispute with those call¬ 
ing for foe industrial action and 
no Interest In foe first stage dis¬ 
pute, though some of their work¬ 
ers might have sympathy with it. 
Moreover, they might, as here, 
have no means of influencing that 
dispute or making concessions 
which might bring that dispute 
to an end. . So foe question 
whether action against such Inno¬ 
cent and powerless third parties 
or . p?-^'*.t erpn more remote 
from foe original trade dispute 
was *' In furtherance ” of that 
dispute became difficult to 
answer. The answer must depend 
on some test other than the pos¬ 
sibility of pressure .being exer¬ 
cised on foe original party, be- 
can«e done could he so exercised. 

TBie NUJ defendants* answer 
was that It was enough ..if there 
was . a genuine belief foat action 
against the Innocent and power¬ 
less third tarty would forth or. the 
cause of those raking the actum. 
By to " Further " they • meant— 
and that fitted foe dictionary 
definition—to help or encourage. 
What was asserted was a purely. 
subfective test' 

With all deference to those o! 
foclr Lordships who were of that 
opinion, hts Lordship could not. 
accept it. He considered tbaf 
the courts might at least ask the 
question whether the test, .in 
relation to “ contemplation " and 
'* furtherance” was purely sub¬ 
jective or not.- • 

To accept a subjective test 
woul4 mean that immunity from 
civil suit, as regarded alt those 
who might now be affected by 
Industrial action, would depend 
on an assertion by the person(s). 
taking the action about his or 
their.state of mind, subject only 
to some qualification as to bona 
fides or genuine .belief, a safe¬ 
guard of obvious weakness. Given 
the strong feelings usually 
accompanying industrial action, 
that would give no. protection 
against action by entluuia*t&. ex¬ 
tremists and fanatics, so long as 
the action was accompanied by 1 
statement that:, those! taking 'it 
had the necessary belief. 

The choice was * Weak one 
between a purely.subjective test 
—as foe defendants .claimed—and 
some objective test, based on an 
'impartial assessment by the court. 

His Lordship did not find the 
objective test, excluded - by the 
words of foe section. . Eirstj " in 
.couemplatfoir •'•of *? -woe not 
words exclusively, subjective 4 . and 
** in furtherance ** -dmliarlv. 
might well Include, as well as an 
intention to further,' an actual 
furtherance (help or. 1 encourage¬ 
ment) or the capability of'further¬ 
ance.- Secondly, . so, to construe 
the phrase was not to impose on ■ 
it a .limitation. . 

There was much in the decided 
cases about giving the words some 
limitation : aod foe defendants ob¬ 
jected to that.. The words, they 
said, and his Lordship agreed, mast 
be given their natural meaning and 
foe courts, must not. approach them 
with a disposition to cut them 
down. But it was always open to 
tbe courts — Indeed their duty — 
tfffo open-ended expressions such . 
as those involving cause,: or effect^ 
or remoteness, or -as here, con¬ 
nexion with, to draw a line beyond 
which tbe expression ceased to op¬ 
erate. That was simply foe com- 
mon law in. actiott-fit ;dld .not in¬ 
volve foe judges in cutting -dentin 
what Parliament had given : it did 
Involve them in interpretation to 
ascertain how far Parliament in¬ 
tended to go. 

What should an objective test

Mr Justice O’Connor said tot

Potemkin grew out. of a single, 
small sequence in as intended 
panoramic spectacle about 
the Russian Revolution. The 
catastrophe of Francis Ford 
Coppola's Apocalypse Now is 
drat the author failed to 
recognize the . point at which 
his first idea, outgrown, should 
have been jettisoned. 

This first and admirable 
notion was that Joseph Coo- 
rad's mystical and metaphysical 
novella. Heart of Darkness 
could provide a basis and 
parallel for Coppola's Vietnam 
epic. Conrad’s tale is set among

colonialist traders at the turn 
of the century. In the course of 
a.kmg odyssey up river, his 
hero, Marlow, witnesses scenes 
of the greed and ignorance and 
cruelty and incomprehension 
of the conquering power. At 
the end of the journey, in the 
heart of the darkness of that 
continent, in ** the stillness of 
an implacable force brooding 
over an inscrutable intention 
stands the enigmatic figure of 
Kurtz, a man who has been 
more terribly corrupted than 
the rest, simply because he had 
“ come out equipped with 
moral ideas of some iwrr". 

The hero of Coppola's script 
(written in collaboration with 
John Milius) is Willard {Martin 
Sheent, an officer with a shady 
career of CIA operations 
behind him. He is given the 
mission of going up river 
from Saigon to Cambodia to 
liquidate a certain Colonel 
Kurtz, a once exemplary officer 
who has gone off the rails and 
established his own kingdom. 
Like Conrad’s Kurtz, he is oow 
a getting the company a bad 
name down there”. 


Conrad and Coppola both 
deal in concrete images; but 
while Conrad’s journey is a 
metaphysical exploration. to< 
wards “ some knowledge of the 
self”, Coppola’s is a progress 
into nightmare and madness. 
The opening of the film is it¬ 
self a nightmare, with Willard’s 
inverted head, and dilated eyes 
superimposed upon Iris (drunk 
or drugged) visions of the war. 

Then, after the first two 
reels, in which Willard's mis¬ 
sion is established, the central 
90 minutes of the film (which 
runs a total of 140 minutest 
provides a series of individual 
set-pieces. The first into which 
we are _ violently launched is 
die craziest and most haunring, 
a helicopter strike on a Viet¬ 
namese village, with loud¬ 
speakers blaring out the Ride 
of the Valkyries from aircraft 
which bear the legend “ Death 
from Above 

The set pieces—others in¬ 
clude a crazed, lost group of 
soldiers frantically shooting 
into the dark nothingness of the 
jungle, and the panicky 
massacre of the blameless crew 
of. a passing fishing boat—are 


filmed with all the flair and 
spectacle you might expect 
from Coppola’s known skills, 
aided by four years’ work and 
$30 million. Indeed, if you 
-walked out of Aporolup^c .Votr 
after these first 110 minutes, 
you would feel you had seen 
the most memorable, if n.i; the 
most profound, reflection of the 
Vietnam advenrure. 

At this point, though. Coppola 
remembers his commitment to 
Conrad and Colonel Kurt?, and 
his original notion. By this time 
however he has constructed 
everything on a scale so massive 
that Conrad's Kuru—a dying, 
spectral presence in a crumbling 
trading station—will not do. To 
balance the rest, Kurtz and his 
kingdom have u» be built up to 
spectacular scale; so rhat we 
have a monolirhic Marlon 
Gran do brooding over a vast city 
of ancient temples and rock 
sculpture, ornamented with the 
dangling corpses and severed 
heads and beaped-up human 
skulls that are—along with his 
armies—the signal of his corrupt 
led power. 

Kurtz's city is Taman's magic 
island : Kurtz is no more than a 
sort of Wizard of O?; and the 
film is lost. Kura's portentously 
mumbled nursings, his readings 
from The HoBoiv Men. his 
bibliography, obligingly illusn a- 
ted (Frasers Golden Bough; 
The Waste Land ; Jesse Wes¬ 
ton’s From Ritual to Romance1 
diminish everything to an em¬ 
barrassing supermarket philo¬ 
sophy. Small wonder that 
Coppola could not decide how 
to end the fihn. even as late as 
its premiere at the Cannes 
Festival in May. The ending on 
which he has settled is as good 
as any, and as irrelevant to the 
ambitions of rim majestic, 
spoiled enterprise. 

Star Trek—The Motion 
Picture is essentialh- the same 
story’. Space travellers of the 
twenty-third century (when, 
significantly. Earth is all one 
great America! penetrate to the 
heart of cosmic darkness to find 
a presence that has lost its 
bearings and begun to threaten : 
it is a 300-year-oJd NASA space 
probe that has outgrown its 
intelligence and turned nasty* 
because it has lost contact with 
its creator. 


This much at least I under¬ 
stood, though rhe film is 
generally fairly incomprehen¬ 
sible. from the turgid opacity 
of the neo-sc;entitle dialogue, 
the wooderniess of the actors 
and the massive dullness with 
which Robert Wise directs them. 

La Cage our Folles has 
already had a surprising, almost 
world-wide success. Edouard 
Aio.’insrp. a fairly undistingui¬ 
shed director of" comedy, has 
had the wh or good fortune to 
atiapr an effective stage farce, 
aud :o cast in it a nice trio of 
comic actors. Ugo Tognazzi. 
Michel Serrault and Michel 
Cakbru. The situation is tradi¬ 
tional. The parents of a couple 
of young lovers cume from 
irreconcilably opposed social 
circles. The" social differences 
are however novel. The girl’s 
parents are fanatically bigoted 
moral reformers ; the boy’s arc 
a couple of homosexual men 
who run a gay club on the Cote 
d’Azure. 

The Prisoner of Zenda could 
benefit from the comic writing 
and rhe verve of the French 
farce. As it is. it does not get 
much above rhe sort of play that 
tan be made with lines like 
’’ The King has trouble with his 
Rs ”. Even if the script bad been 
brighter, or clearer as to 
whether or not it intends 
parady, Richard Quine seems 
hardly to possess the comic 
touch. It is a lost opportunity, 
since the fihn has the incom¬ 
parable Lionel Jeffries as a 
general from the Franz Josef 
mould, and Peter Seilers work¬ 
ing diligently at his dual role 
and coming out best as Sydney, 
the London cabbie called to 
impersonate his double, the 
King of Ruritania. 

Peter Collinson’s reconstruc¬ 
tion of the kidnapping of 
Adolph Eicbmann, The House 
on Garibaldi Street, jmirr be 
factual, since no one could 
possibly make fiction seem so 
prosaically dull. This, and an 
appearance of baring been shot 
on 8mm film, are insuperable 
handicaps ; though the cast, 
including Janet Suzman, Topol 
and_ Leo McKern fas Ben 
Gurion!) is ambitious.

With Mozart’s last opera already 
in repertory this week down the 
road at the Coliseum it may 
have seemed foolhardy for the 
Welsh National Opera to include 
The Magic Flute in the reper¬ 
tory of this short London 
season. It is, nevertheless, a 
recent production, one that the 
WNO is proud of, and the work 
of the young Swedish producer, 
Goran Jarvefelt, wbo is to pro¬ 
duce Wagners Ring for the 
WNO before long. 

The risk was justified. The 
big auditorium was full, jokes 
and fine singing were well re¬ 
ceived, and I for one am always 
glad to experience a satisfying 
realization of Die Zauberfldte. 
The uncomfortable balance be¬ 
tween stage and orchestra, 
noticed on the previous evening, 
did not obtrude. Everybody was 
audible, words included—and 
the English translation was un¬ 
familiar, the lyrics being 
Michael Geliot’s, the dialogue 
specially compiled for this pro¬ 
duction. It did not attempt to 
reproduce Scbikaoeder's diction, 
only very freely the spirit and 
broader contents, as if the cast 
were improvising in full com¬ 
prehension of what the authors 
wanted to express. 

That is already much, when 
people condemn The Magic 
Flute for its gallimaufry of 
farce aod freemasonry; thiv pro¬ 
duction does not suggest contra¬ 
diction, because there is no pre¬ 
tentiousness to be contradicted. 
Even more than in Everding's 
version at Covent Garden, the

One negative point in favour of 
the National Theatre’s birthday 
present to J. B. Priestley: it is 
not another agitation for the 
long-awaited Priestley revival. 
Unexpected sides of this 
hugely productive aurhor no 
doubt await rediscovery, but in 
the . meanwhile here is an 
offering absolutely appropriate 
for the occasion: a popular 
favourite mounted with the 
same burnished precision which 
die Lyttelton nas lately be¬ 
stowed on Maugham and 
Arthur Miller. 

A period piece when it first 
appeared, When We Are' 
Married represents a Yorkshire 
bid to catch up with the Man¬ 
chester dramatists. The comic 
situation of three stiflingly 
respectable couples discovering 
their marriages to be null and 
void on the occasion of their 
silver wedding, is one inescap¬ 
ably reminiscent of the pre- 
1914 Manchester - Gaiety ; with 
the difference that by the time 
Priestley tackled it in 1938 
much of the kick hod gone out 
of the hypocrisies and class 
tyranny on which the laughs 
depend. Compared, say. to a 
rebellious piece Kkc Hindle 
Wakes, rr offers a safe game on 
licensed territory. 

This brings two disadvant¬ 
ages. First, the vWe niece 
consists of a set of variations 


Second. Priestley has to invent 
the victims, and in spite of his 
primary interest in character 
several of the Clecklewyke 
bullies are no more than walk¬ 
ing attitudes. 

Notiung more clearly proves 
the quality nf Robin Lefevre’s 
production than its success with 
these bone-headed aunt sallies 
whose one function is to give 
offence and .undergo humilia¬ 
tion after humiliation. My 
whole-hearted admiration goes 
to Joan Sanderson as the 
ghastly Clara, who goes through 
the evening as a leathery 
punch-hag finding an endless 
succession of facial masks in 
response to each fresh outrage. 
Robin Bailer as the unspeak- 
ahle Councillor Parker, a figure 
as uneventful as a provincial 
town hall, breaks up the 
granite surface with self- 
satisfied chuckles and unctuous 
platform manners; if still 
barely human he at least has 
an individual comic life. 

The running gag throughout 
the play, is that of status re¬ 
versal within an unchanging 
status quo: bullies changing 
into toadies, hen-pecked bus- 
bands into Nietzschean masters 
(a stunning transformation in 
this department from Harold 
Innocent as a worm turning 
savage on release from the 
hook): servants mrning the 
tables on their betters; a wife 
.handing over to a mistress and 
pelting her with the fuii 
domestic workload. From the 
first moment of the anniversary 


party’s appearance from their 
greedy feast, the production 
awakens your appetite for the 
oncoming reversals by stretch¬ 
ing the status contrasts to the 
iimit. Leslie Sands, deputed to 
salvage his niece’s honour, does 
not merely invite her suspected 
seducer into the room—he 
shouts the line as if summoning 
a dog. Nor, at die other ex¬ 
treme. could one imagine a 
more hopeless _ loser than the 
defeated moon-race Mr Innocent 
first presents as the maritally 
battered Herbert. 

Outside the closed Family 
circle, rhe production scores 
with the figures of Ormonroyd 
the drunken photographer, the 
one wild card in Priestley’s 
pack, whom Peter Jeffrey plays 
in the vein of an old actor 
chappie, his vowels turning 
fruity at the memory of his 
studio, and gradually insinuat¬ 
ing himself into the house and 
its liquid assets until the plot 
ingeniously confirms bis right 
to be there. 

There is a decidedly mech¬ 
anical process at work in the 
plotting, whereby gestures of 
liberation are apt to be in¬ 
stantly capped . by puritan re¬ 
prisals. usually in the form of 
a lowering entrance through 
the sitting-room door: but the 
show's comic rhythm succeeds 
in muting the clockwork and 
presenting each such reversal 
as a surprise. Sets and cos¬ 
tume (Eileen Drss and Jessica 
Gwynne) uphold the Lyttelton’s 
fine standard of detailed 
naturalistic reconstruction. 


BBCSO/Gieka 
Festival Hall

The past JO days have seen the 
quite unusual spectacle of three 
new works being presented in 
rhe Festival Hall, and all of 
them bv British comnosers. It 
may well be that last week's two 
offerings are never heard there 
again, but Alexander Goehr’s 
fiaWon the Great i>- Fallen . in¬ 
troduced on Wednesday evening, 
sounds to have enough monu¬ 
mental earnestness to establish 
for itself some sort of niche. 

It was perhaps intended o 
become a staple item for the 
big amateur choruses; a Bel- 
shaiziir's Feast for the eighties 
or nineties. That ought to have 
been its place, for it was com¬ 
missioned ro mark the fiftieth 
anniversary of the BEC Sym¬ 
phony Chorus and it is cer¬ 
tainly well made to stretch, but 
also to help, a large body of 
non-professional singers. The 
stretching comes from the 
awkward intervals which make 
each vocal part a stonv road, 
tiie help from rhe comfortable 
shoes of strong harmonic move¬ 
ment and the crutches of 
counterpoint. 

Goehr's serial style allows 
him to grasp tonal chords and 


mother while her father is off 
working in England. 

Katie and her family were 
tinkers and they were illiterate 
and poverty-stricken, despised 
and m*ved on by everyone, 
with the exception of one social 
worker, played by Barr-' 
McGovern. The Irish tinkers 
are passingly interesting. They 
are characters out of the middle 
of the last century and they 
cannot cope with modern life. 
The men drink and beat up the 
women and then give them 
babies. The women have a 
child a year and, as a social 
worker, the docror and rhe city 
fathers kept saying die women 
are worn out by the time they 
are 29. 

The message of this play Tor 
The Year of the Child seem* 
id be Do Not Have Any More 
Children. Mary' Kelly, who 
played Katie, is a real find. She 
ir. a tinker’s daughter and, like 
Katie, she has brought up a 
large Family of brothers and 
sisters and cannot read or 
write. No doubt the story of 
the Irish tinkers is a worthy 
.subject, bur in the Year of the 
Child could not the BBC find 
something at home ? Going ro 
Ireland seemed to be a cop-out. 
The play also failed to blame 
the Roman Catholic church for 
these large, unmanageable 
families. 


To disrobe is to disarm. Anyone 
who bares his buttocks to both 
the gamma-globulin needle and 
the cameras even nefore we 
reach the opening credits is 
craving our indulgence. Robert 
Robinson has it. of course, just 
as he has style ivithout glamour, 
charm without looks and 
fluency without a great deal of 
content. That is not quite fair. 
There was lots of content even 
if. like the school essay on the 
holidays, he over-did early 
details' so eagerly that we were 
scarcely in sight of the sea be¬ 
fore tiie bell went. Or in this 
case, India. 

Robert Kohinson went from 
Calcutta to Simla by way of 
Shepherd’s Bush. In doing so 
he was shadowing Emily F.den 
wbo went from Greenwich as 
a governor-general's sister J41 
years ago, made the annual 
move from the steamy heat of 
the Calcutta plain to the cool 
hill station of Simla, and wrore 
a diary about it. Robert Robin¬ 
son made two films instead. 

He embarked purposefully on 
the first with Emily’s book in 
hand, using her journey as a 
telling point of contrast- Sadly 
it did not tell enough. Gradually 
her contribution slipped away, 
an occasional modest quote, a 
sketch or tw'o, and her diary was 


revealed as the excuse for, 
rather than a contribution to, 
the journey ,«nd the programme. 

The true traveller's rale v.as 
Robinson’s own. And how gra¬ 
ciously uneasy he confessed to 
being. Lost luggage made him 
feel '* orphaned ” : beggars made 
him feel guilty ar coping so 
suavely: the hanks of the 
Ganges were “ alien beyond be¬ 
lief ”. Which is whv it is so easy 
lo go along with him. He is as 
shy and diffident as the rest of 
us. isn't he. despite rliat opening 
sequence. Why. even Calcutta 
racecourse bookies had him 
fumbling his change. And he 
positively glowed with pleasure 
at being given a lift by the 
Maharaja of Benares's elephant. 
Think what that camel-coated 
cosmopolitan Alan Whicker 
would have made of that ! 

No, Robert is one of us, 
really, rhe nicest kind of Eng¬ 
lishman abroad meeting nice 
English folk who stayed on to 
perpetuate the petty snobberies 
of colonial club life. Probably 
no worse than Virginia Water. 
A merry crowd of ageing aunts 
with their . . . ” tea. dear, call 
the ladies in . . In any such 
company Bob’s vour uncle. And 
he also has such a happy knack 
with language, embellishing 
quite ordinary insights into 
India's poverty, pollution and 
left-over Raj with such a flour¬ 
ish of pleasing phrases that you 
think you are getting nourish¬ 
ment with the souffle. At least 
it leaves you hungry for more: 
Part two next week. 


Welsh Sarastro (he can be 
called that, since he is David 
Gwynne, almost a veteran of the 
company) is an approachable, 
unassuming guardian of his 
community, evidently happy and 
thriving. The health of the 
inhabitants is spiritually rooted 
in worship (those scenes are 
discreetly solemn, decidedly im¬ 
pressive), the initiation of con¬ 
verts always invigilated by 
Sarastro and other ministers of 
the sun. 

The main achievement is that 
Sarastro and Pap3geno (Russell 
Smytbc looks not a bit like a 
bird, nor does Mary Davies as 
his consort—they are children 
of nature, simple and straight¬ 
forward. eloquent singers too) 
can coexist in complete amia¬ 
bility. Nor is there any pompous- 
oess in Felicity Lott's Pamina, 
notable far many a heart- 
catching phrase or soft tone, 
aod John Trelcaven’s Tamino. 
Porno belongs only to the Queen 
nf Night, here Monica Picl:- 
Hloronimi from Germany, 
eminently waspish. vocally not 
quite compact, though able in 
her trips above, (lie stave. 

Once the' splendours of the 
music are set in place iWwi 
Davies conducted a respectable, 
not very characterful reading, 
strongly bur not oppressively 
played by the WNO Orchestra), 
one can enjoy the many happy 
fancies nf the production, 
notably the large, zoo which 
answers Tamino’s flute, and is 
loath to depart: the louche 
tactics of the Three Ladies, the 
mon>icr at the srart. more Yeti 
than serpent, and the antics of 
the Three Real Boys. All addicts 
nf Mozart’s Flute will need tn 
see it (perhaps in Oxford for 
Londoners).

There is im doubt that it is 
also a guod sing: the CGC 
Singers and Symphony Chorus 
sounded at home, and con¬ 
tended under Michael Giek-n’s 
direction, with excellent sup¬ 
port from the BBC Symphony 
Orchestra in the blunt, bur 
colourful accompaniment. How¬ 
ever. there can be few works 
which build su much conven¬ 
tionally formulated music upon 
so small an expressive idea: 
that of optimism reborn From 
trial. Chaste in its abstention 
from anything of surface charm, 
elaborated from the minimum 
nf text (and that in Biblical 
L.uinj, this triumph of academ¬ 
icism is perliap* not calculated 
i«* appeal to our great choral 
hordes. 
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Is a new 
office 
boom on 
the way? 

The public inquiry which 
began this week into an appli¬ 
cation by European Ferries 
Ltd to redevelop a rite at 
Yauxhall, on London's south 
bank, is further evidence chat 
a new round of speculative 
office building, the first since 
the early 1970s, is well under 
way. 

The company envisages a 
£00,00(1 sq ft complex, includ¬ 
ing a 30-storey tower, of which 
nearly two thirds would be 
occupied by offices- It makes 
no secret that it regards the 
scheme as an investment, and in 
no way connected with its own 
requirements. 

It is only three weeks since 
one of the longest inquiries 
ever held, into proposals for 
the south bank between Water¬ 
loo bridge and Blackfriars 
bridge, came to an end. There, 
nne of the two main pro¬ 
ponents. Greycoat Estates, sub¬ 
mitted plans for a huge spec¬ 
ulative project. An eleventh 
hour submission by Shell UK 
Ltd was disallowed by the ins¬ 
pector, although Shell main- 
tans that it needs more space 
far its own staff- 

In other parts of London, in 
Hammersmith for example, 
other large new buildings are 
under construction, with _ no 
obvious prospect of immediate 
tenants. The explanation 
appear* to be that there is a 
great deal of money floating 
around looking for a h ome , 
and that commercial property, 
despite its present low yields, 
is seen as a “ safe ’* invest¬ 
ment. 

What is causing concern, 
however, is that the new office 
buildings may well prove to be 
white elephants, on a scale 
that will dwarf such notorious 
speculations as Centre Point, 

There are two main reasons 
for querying the potential 
growth of office employment 
in London. One is, quite 
simply, the probable reluctance 
of companies to continue pay¬ 
ing inflated rents, and of com¬ 
muters to pay ever-mcreasing 
fares to travel to work an ever- 
increasing discomfort. 

The second, and Ear more 
significant, is the likely effect 
of micro-processors on the 
need for office staff. Reports, 
to which planners have turned 
a collective blind eye, suggest 
that, within a little as five 
years, the effects will be enor¬ 
mous. 

Copiers, high speed dupli¬ 
cators, dictation units,- auto¬ 
mated text handlers, facsimile 
transmission systems, micro¬ 
film readers and small office 
computers could cause large 
scale redundancies among 
white-collar workers. 

The Greater London Coun¬ 
cil is sticking to its view that- 
it riiould encourage office de¬ 
velopment in “appropriate 
places It is not at present 
worried by the prospect of 
over capacity, and is keen to 
encourage as much employ¬ 
ment as possible in Inner Lon¬ 
don. 

The British Property Federa¬ 
tion merely hopes that the 
present boom will not be fod- 
nwed by a “ bust*' Uke that of 
1973. On the longer term im¬ 
plications, it is not prepared to 
comment.

Full steam ahead for peace 


Jerusalem 

Specially fitted with a luxury 
casino, a swimming pool and a 
battery of fruit machines, the 
5,500 ton cruise ship Melody 
is scheduled to sail from Haifa 
early next week bound for the 
bustling Egyptian port of 
Alexandria. An apparently friv¬ 
olous event which in reality 
marks another significant <aep 
in the gradual establishment of 
friendly contacts between two 
nations which for 30 years were 
among the bitterest enemies in 
the Middle East. 

On board will be more than 
300 svn-seeking Israeli tourists 
who will be inaugurating the 
first Israeli cruise to her lar¬ 
gest Arab neighbour since die 
foundation of the state of 
Israel in 1948. Providing there 
are no unforeseen hitches, the 
historic voyage is due to be 
followed in dbe New Year by a 
rapid increase in the pace of 
normalization, including the 
opening of land borders and 
the stan of regular flights be- . 
tween Tel Aviv and Cairo. 

The most significant event is 
scheduled to take place on Feb¬ 
ruary 26 when the two coun¬ 
tries' exchange ambassadors. 
An emotive and symbolic ges¬ 
ture which observers believe 
will sharply increase the anta¬ 
gonism to' Egypt among, the 
rejectionist Arab states. 

Already the Israelis have 
selected Dr Eliabu ben-EIissar. 
a former Mossad intelligence 
agent and dose confidante of 
Menachem Begin, ro be their 
first man in Ciaro. The Egyp¬ 
tians have not yet recipro¬ 
cated, although they Have 
made it known that a team of 
30 diplomats is now undergo¬ 
ing an intensive training 
course in anticipation of the 
opening. Unlike the Israelis, 
who have named an ambassa¬ 
dor-designate who is not fluent 
in Arabic, the Egyptians are 
expected to select a competent 
Hebrew speaker. 

In the next few weeks the 
two countries will be holding 
secret talks about the heavy 
security operation which will 
be required to guard the two 
embassy buildings, both of 
w hich wiU instantly become 
prestige targets for Palestinian 
terrorists and their allies from 
extreme left-wing groups in 
Europe and the Far East.

pursues rhe sensitive normali¬ 
zation programme is being 
regarded at every level of 
society as a crucial rest of the 
whole peace process. Under 
the terms of the Camp David 
agreements, Israel had to open 
proceedings by handing back 
large chunks of the occupied 
Sinai and its only oil field, 
which when returned last 
month was providing over a 
fifth of the country's domestic 
energy needs. Such moves have 
understand a bl v created consi¬ 
derable public impatience for 
an Egyptian response. 

In theory, the Egyptians are 
only committed “ to enter 
negotiations*' an the normali¬ 
zation of economic and cul¬ 
tural relations six months after 
Israel completes her military 
pull back to the Sinai interim 
withdrawal line on January 26 
next year. But among Israeli 
officials there are hopes that 


talks on these key subjects will 
in practice be speeded up, a 
point whidi will be discussed 
early next month when Presi¬ 
dent Sadat and Mr Begin bold 
their ninth Summit meeting in 
the Egyptian winter resort of 
Aswan. 

On the Israeli side, the com¬ 
plex process of normalization 
is in the hands of a small and 
specially selected section of the 
foreign ministry headed by dn 
affable Syrian-born Jew, Dr 
Joseph Haddas- A determined 
effort is being made to keep 
this part of the peace process 
quite separate from the nego¬ 
tiations on Palestinian 
autonomy, which have been 
put under the control of the 
interior ministry. 

There are growing fears that 
the Egyptians may attempt to. 
link progress on normalization 
with the so far vain .efforts to 
break the deadlock in the 


autonomy talks. Such sugges¬ 
tions have been vigorously 
denied by the Egyptians, but 
The Israelis nurse lingering 
doubts that President Sadat 
may adopt a different attitude 
after January 26 wben he will 
have regained some 70 per 
cent of Sinai. 

Away from the glare of 
international publicity, con¬ 
tacts between Egypt and Israel 
on a number of bread and 
butter issues have been taking 
place daily since last May 
when the sleepy town of £1 
Arish became the first part 6£ 
the Sinai ro be handed .bock 
after 12 years of Israeli occu¬ 
pation. 

On the positive side, success¬ 
ful arrangements have been 
made for a Bedu Shaikh to 
campaign and win election to 
the Egyptian Parliament, 
which he now attends from Us 
home inside Israel. A number 


But there' have also . been 
examples, .'of friction, often

’By last month the Egyptians 
had issued visas to about 1,000 
Israelis compared with poly 
about 60 issued by Israel to 
Egyptians. The main reasons 
cited for the discrepancy are 
the relative income levels in 
the two countries and the vora¬ 
cious Israeli appetite- for 
tourism. Many of the rejected 
Egyptian applications are un¬ 
derstood to have come from 
people seeking work in Israel’s 
higher wage- economy.' ;A 
problem which -is certain to in¬ 
crease from January when the 
free movement ot nationals is 
due to begin. 

So far the mechanics of the 
peace process have worked as 
well os could be expected, but 
most western diplomats agree 
that the whole procedure is 
soon: due to 'move into a dif¬ 
ferent gear." The pw:e will - be 
faster and ' the dangers of 
breakdown more pronounced. 

For its part, the Israeli pub¬ 
lic witt be waiting anxiously 
for Egypt to‘'provide substance 
to the .Catnip David agreements 
on normalization, while the 
world at large Will be watching 
with equal..anxiety to see 3. 
any formula can be devised to 
solve the ’ unresolved problem 
of the Palestinians.

Will the test ban treaty ever 



Another session of the Geneva 
negotiations over a Comprehen¬ 
sive Test Ban Treaty tCTBT) 
has just ended without any sig¬ 
nificant advance. This is dis¬ 
appointing because the British, 
American and Soviet dele¬ 
gations made such a promising 
start more than two years ago. 
But it is also very worrying 
because after a year of virtual 
stagnation, there is a very real 
fear _that a treaty may never 
be signed. 

A Partial Test Ban Treaty 
(PTBT) was signed by tbe same 
three powers in 1963. This pro¬ 
hibited nuclear tests in the at¬ 
mosphere, and since then all 
have been conducted under¬ 
ground. France and China, who 
did not have the facilities, re¬ 
fused to join in—although all 
French tests too have been car¬ 
ried out underground since their 
new site was opened in 1975. 

In 1974 the United States and 
the Soviet Union signed the 
Thres hold Test Ban Treaty 
CTTBT) which prohibited under¬ 
ground tests of more than 130 
kilorons yield—equivalent to 
150,000 tons of TNT. They also 
promised to keep thrir testing 
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his spirit lives on.

However there has long been 
a case for banning tests alto¬ 
gether. For one thing we know 
little about the long-term effects 
of underground nuclear explo¬ 
sions. For another, total prohi-' 
bition might help to inhibit the 
continuous advance in weapon 
technology, which serves only 
to complicate negotiations over 
arms control. A third argument 
is that some form of self-denial 
by the big powers is necessary 
ro persuade non-nuclear weapon 
states to stay that way. The 
second review conference of the 
nuclear Non-proliferation Treaty 
(NPTl is due next summer, and 
the big three badly need some¬ 
thing to boast about by then. 

The Stockholm International 
Peace Research Institute, in its 
1979 yearbook, records 1,165 
nuclear explosions between 1945 
and 1978, as many as 667 of 
them since the PTBT was signed 
in 1963.. Most were designed to 
improve the efficiency of 
weapons, and more than 90 per 
cent were carried out by the 
three powers now working for 
a CTBT, although Britain’s 
share was relatively small. 
Between 1976 and 1978 the Rus¬ 
sians detonated 60, the Ameri¬ 
cans 37, the French 16, the 
Chinese eighr and - the British 
only three. In 1978 the Soviets, 
actually conducted more tests 
than, in any single year since 
1963, four' years after signing 
the TTBT in which they 
promised to keep to a “mini¬ 
mum,” 

Yet, after the CTBT talk*

opened, the Soviets , made some 
startling concessions. They 
agreed that peaceful nuclear ex¬ 
plosions (PNE) would be 
covered by the treaty (these are 
supposedly for civil engineering 
purposes), and even accepted' 
the principle of on-site inspec¬ 
tion as part of the provisions 
to verify compliance with the 
bon. 

They even agreed to have 10 
seismic ' stations installed _ in 
their territory. Seismic stations 
are boreholes containing sensi¬ 
tive instruments which can de¬ 
tea and identify underground 
explosions, even those of very 
low yield. Any information 
could then be transmitted to 
rhe ocher powers, probably by, 
simultaneous satellite transmis¬ 
sion. The Americans agreed to 
hare 10 also—although they 
wryly observed that the Ameri¬ 
can media would do the job 
just as well. 

Then the Russians threw a 
spanner in die works by insist¬ 
ing that Britain should accom¬ 
modate 10 also. Britain refused 
on the grounds that that as all 


its tests were carried out at the 
American underground site in 
Nevada, this would be absurd; 
Then the Soviets shifted their 
stance and demanded that nine 
of them should be scattered 
round the world in British de¬ 
pendencies, including the sen¬ 
sitive locations of Hongkong 
and the Falkland Isles. Britain 
still refused-—pointing out in 
passing that at. lease two of the 
chosen sites were in' territories 
which were no' longer depend¬ 
ent anyway.' All chat it has of¬ 
fered is one. seismis station' at 
an existing site at Eskda-lemuk- 
—which they/argue_ is -more 
than eno ugh if verification of 
the CTBT is all that the Rus¬ 
sians are after. Each site would 
cost up to 3m to inatal and 
about £500,000 a year to main¬ 
tain, although the cost is not 
an important factor. 

The continuing dispute over 
seismic stations however is only 
one of several factors- which 
held up progress, and' not. the 
most important. There 'are for 
instance difficulties over how 
'much detail to work otic before 
presenting the treaty- for signa¬ 
ture by other powers,' and over 
provisions for renewing it after 
the three-year moratorium oa 
testing which it will introduce, 
has expired. 

Bur the most-serious obstacle 
remains opposition to. it. in the 
United Semes, among the mili¬ 
tary for instance, where critics 
think a ban might see Ameri¬ 
can technological superiority 
eroded^—particularly if the Rus¬ 
sians cheat. fTbe verification 
measures, they insist, are not 


sufficient.guarantee), it was to 
placate . such critics that the 
length of toeaty has heed 
limited to three years. They 
also point, out .that without 
resting ‘ of any • kind, the 
efficiency /of , stockpiled 
weapons* could not be moni¬ 
tored.. 

These: are . highly controver¬ 
sial arguments, and President 
Carter rem ains d eeply commit¬ 
ted to the CTBT. But the’Presi¬ 
dent is already in difficulties 
over Salt-2, and- is understand¬ 
ably rdactant to confront .Con¬ 
gress With'a still more, explo¬ 
sive issue/ft has already bun. 
said that President Carter could 
nor hope>w get the Panama 
Treaty,. Salt-2, and CTBT past 
Congress during his presidency. 
Two out of three was the most 
he could hope - for—and the 
Panama Treaty has already gone 
through. 

So the Americans are reluct 
a nt t o push ahead very fast with 
CTBT .just now—and the Rus¬ 
sians, also '-obsessed by Salt-2, 
seem in no hurry either. But as 
tbe Salt-2 debate in Congress 
draws further away, and- the 
next Presidential election draws 
nearer, what are the. hopes -for 
a treaty? Edward Kennedy if 
elected would share Carter's 
commitment to it- But would a 
Republican like, say, Ronald 
Reagan? Some Ameri cans a re 
already saying that a CTBT is 
a lost cause for tbe time being' 
—and the “time being” could 
last a very long time. '

ISTANBUL DIARY 


A mystique 
vanishing under 
a pile of people 

In ordinary circumstances, the 
winter air of Istanbul carries a 
stench of sulphur. It comes 
from the lignite-fed central 
heating and the exhausts of 
the antiquated, diesel-powered 
red buses that toil - up and 
down the bills of this vast, 
sprawling metropolis, the bus¬ 
tling home oi nearly four mil¬ 
lion people. 

When the halcyon days come 
early in December, the heaters 
are turned. off, and the city 
can wallow in the crisp 
warmth of the winter sun. 
Alas, not this year. The sun- 
rays are making wan efforts tu 
pierce the thick cloud of grey- 
black smoke let our by Istan¬ 
bul's latest source of pollu¬ 
tion: the slow-burning fire on 
the Romanian ranker Indepen¬ 
dents near the south end of 
the Bosporus. 

The ship was loaded with 
95,000 tons of crude oil when 
she collided with a Greek 
freighter and burst into flames 
four weeks ago. It has been 
burning ever since. And apart 
from the hazard of fireball 
showers prompted by occa¬ 
sional explosions, with the 
slightest change of wind, the 
cloud of smoke is blown 
against Istanbul snitching vis¬ 
ibility to zero and choking its 
inhabitants. 

The authorities are not try¬ 
ing to put out the fire. They 
hope that it will consume the 
oil and spare rile Bosporus a 
zigantk oil slick. Bur experts 
tell me that even then thou¬ 
sands of tons of sludge wifi he 


left over, enough to cause on 
ecological disaster. Already 
people haw been urged to 
avoid eating local fish, much 
to the dismay of the excellent 
fish restaurants on the Euro : 
pcan shore of the straits 
which can il! afford to stake 
their reputation on tbe frozen 
variety. 

Tbe orange tongues of fire, 
leaping From rhe _ gutted 
tanker, are plainly visible from 
thz big hotels that crown the 
hills of Bey oglu, on and 
around Takshn square, the 
heart of the modern city. The 
hig hotels except one or two, 
that is, the 600-bed intercon-- 
tinenral, for instance, has been 
closed down far nearly five 
months as a result of labour 
troubles. The hotel's American 
management, exasperated by 
union demands of 150 or 20U 
per cent pay increasts. simply 
gave up tire concession and 
walked out. 

The ground floor of this tall, 
now desolate building is gir¬ 
dled with dark red banners, Uke 
unmanned picket lines, proc¬ 
laiming the victory of “ Disk ”, 
Turkeys extreme leftist -Rev¬ 
olutionary Labour Federation 
in what essentially amounted. 
to cutting off one's nose to 
spire one's. face. 

It is not the only instance. 
Halfway between rue British 
Embassy and Galata Tower, 
another hotel has been a shut 
for several months for similar 
reasons. Tbe Pera Palace 
Hotel, one of Istanbul’s most, 
distinguished . landmarks builr 

by Thomas Cook himself & the 
late nineteenth century, was in 
its heyday, the. hub of this- 
city's social life- . 

The hotel is now owned by, a 
charitable society which runs.*, 
school for underifflrileged 


children. The concessionaire of 
the .hotel was forced to dose it 
after a labour dispute. So, 
today, swathed in Disk’s bat- 
■ tered red screamers looking 
more like funereal drapes, this 
elegant building seetns.'to be. 
falling to pieces. . . 

All this serves to underline 
the. profound economic contra¬ 
dictions that spring from the 
staggering. change - in the pop¬ 
ulation patterns of Istanbul, it 
is enough to say that in the 
left two decades, the city's 
population grew from -13 mil¬ 
lion to nearly four million 
people—roughly two new¬ 
comers far every old inhab-. 
itanr. 

What is happening to Istan¬ 
bul is a direct result, of Tur¬ 
key's problem of overpopula¬ 
tion. The country's 3.7 per cent 
birth rate is one of die highest 
in the world, it is only slightly 
diminished by che equally high 
infant mortality, rate, but Tur¬ 
key's population today is esti¬ 
mated to be 44 million rising 
at 2.4 per cent a year, Ex- 
premier Buient Ecevit. now the 
Oppostion leader, put it this 
.way: “Every five years the 
population of a small European 
country is added to ours." • 

Istanbul has become a vast 
reservoir of idle manpower. 
which is attracted to Its peri¬ 
phery by the bright city lights 
and the rising expectations- 
They settle in the shanty 
towns_ known, as Gecefcoudu ” 
C“ built i by night") and rely on 
.makeshift occupations Uke sell-., 
tog sesame buns or lotteries or 
Smuggled American cigarettes 
at Taksim, for their ssorvhraL-

Sir, Bernard Levin’s ill-informed 
attack on sreelworkers' union rep¬ 
resentatives contained in The Times 
of November 13 (**Of Cripplers, 
Halr-Bringers and Working Men ’") 
should not go unanswered. 

The object of Mr Levin's spite is 
the .Iron and Steel Trades Con- 
federation, the steelworkers' union 
which, as anyone will? even a scam 
knowledge of industrial matters 
would know, has, since its earliest 
days, been a paragon of disciplined 
conduct in trade union affairs and 
is proud of its adherence to consti¬ 
tutional procedures and negotiated 
agreements. 

The closures of British Steel Cor¬ 
poration plants at Lanarkshire, 
Clyde Iron, Ebbw Vale, Hartlepool*. 
East Moors. Sbelton, Irlam and 
Bilston. which involved swingeing 
job losses in areas that could ill 
afford them, were all achieved by 
negotiation and agreement with the 
1STC. It is unacceptable therefore 
for Mr Levin to refer to “ a union 
which - . - materially contributed 
over tbe years ro the ruin of the 
steel industry In the Rotherham 
area alone, by ISTC agreement, old 
Steel plant has been successively 
replaced over the last decade with a 
resultant net loss of 7,000 jobs. The 
com missioning of the BSC’s Anchor 
Works resulted in a net Inss of 3.500 
jobs in the Scunthorpe district. 
Moreover, the ISTC has only once 
resorted to official natioua] strike 
action—-and thfct was in 3926. Not 
exactly mindless militancy. 

Tbe Executive Council of the 
ISTC are not neo-Luddites, nor are 
they bleeding-heart liberals. They 
know there is a real world, but they 
also know that the proposed sted 
works closures would be a disaster 
for Britain- A developed industrial 
nation must be capable of produc¬ 
ing iis own steel requirements and 
our own industry should be fully 
subsidized in the same way as every 
other major steel industry. 

The facts are that Saciior of 
France lost £17 a tonne, Cockeril! of 
Belgium £20 a tonne, Ttalider of 
Italy £21 a tonne, and Klochner nf 
Germany £15 a tonne when BSC was 
losing £17 a tonne. Tl?e 1973 “oil- 
shock ** would be as nothing to the 
potential “ steel-shock ” of the late 
19S0s if we become dependant on 
imported steel. Britain would be 
doomed as an industrial economy. 
But perhaps this is what Mr Levin 
wants: a tourism-based cottage 


Mr Levin's writing should have re¬ 
strained him from branding ma a 
fanatic. He knows perfectly well 
that ASH does not call for a total 
ban nn smoking: and that he forced 
his opponents in You the Jury to 
take rhe extreme position, after T 
had briefed them on a more liberal 
line.

Smoking in restaurants and 
crowded spaces is unpleasant for 
the non-smoker, and his need nf a 
smoke-free atmosphere is nn less 
than the smoker’s need of whatever 
it is that tobacco smoke does for 
him. 

The debris of smoking, ash and 
cigarette ends, is unsightly and un¬ 
necessary. If these things are home 
in mind by rhe smoker before he 
lights up conflict need not arise. 

The smoker’s freedom must be 
balanced with that of the non- 
smoker. and Mr Levin's suggestion 
that restrictions nf it are compar¬ 
able with political and rrligiotts 
persecution can onJv weaken the 
case that he so frequently and ad¬ 
mirably argues against such 
oppression.

A Burgundian ]i me wood carving 
of Christ from a crucifix, lacking 
both arms and the right foot, was 
bought for £210.000 by C. Hum- 
pris, a London dealer, at Sotheby's 
yesterday. 

The figure dates from the second 
quarter of the twelfth century 
add is 43!la high. Stylistically it 
is closely related to the sculptures 
of Vdelay and it is believed to 
-have come from Gamecy, some 
25 kilometres away. The carving 
was sent for sale by a beneficiary 
of the late Adolpbe Stoclet. 

Sotheby's devoted both tbe 
morning and afternoon to selling 


medieval, renaissance and baroque 
works of art, recording a total 
of £1,557,005. wirti 11 per. cent 
unsold. The highlight of the-morn-, 
fng session was the group'of 30 
lots from the collection of Ernst 
and Marthe Kofler-Truniger of 
Lucerne, a famous collection now 
mostly dispersed. » Those lots 
totalled £742.800, though six failed 
.to sell. 

Despite the fame of the collec¬ 
tion there were several bargains. 
Symes paid £10.500 (estimate

He took pare in the raid on 
Dieppe, served under Field- 
Marshal Montgomery, for whom 
he came to feel a strong admir¬ 
ation, and ended the war as a 
colonel in the British military 
government in Germany-. 

In' 1940,' when lie' was sta¬ 
tioned in Li verpooi, he met and 
married Margaret EWing-Morris. 
The marriage was a rery happy 
one, and his wife a strong and 
Stabilizing influence in his life.

MR JAIMES LAWRIE 


B. MacK. writes: - 
Your, notice -gave a-neces¬ 
sarily brief account of the 
career of that remarkable man, 
James Haldane Lawrie, and I 
would add, if I may, these few 
words. 

He had great courage, and

Joint development programmes strengthen Tokyo’s supply prospects for oil and coal 

Sino-Japanese energy deals threaten Soviet Union 


Whaterer impact the recent visit to China of 
Mr Masayoshi Ohira. Japan’s Prime Minister, 
may have brought on regional politics, the 
energy development programmes eitjwer agreed 
or proposed during the visit are bound.to drive 
a substantive wedge into Japan’s viUnerahh* 
energy structure and affect, eventually, Japan’s 
foreign policy. 

In the ej'es of observers, despite Mr Ohira’s 
strong denial *1 sdleged Sino-Japanese 
“ connivance ” against the Sovier Union, 
a political monolith sustained by economic 
glue may be an unavoidable, development in 
which Peking, rather than Tokyo, will hold an 
upperhand and can put pressure oa the 
Japanese efforts to diversify the supply bases 
of energy resources to China's advantage. 

This, they say, can also spell a Chinese 
victory over the Soviet Union, whose proposals 
for jointly developing Siberian _ energy 
resources have remained, at best, -unresolved 
tor several years. 

Japan depends almost entirely on overseas 
energy resources, in which the Middle East 
accounts for up to 80 per cent of oD, amounting 
to about 270 million tons a year. The nation 
imports about 30 per cent of world exports of 
coal (60 million tons in 1977 and 52 million, 
tons iff 1978) mostly from the United. States, 
Canada and Australia.. 

Domestic production of coal was 18 million 
cons in 1977 aod 1978 each, which satisfied 
only 3 2 per cent of total energy demand or

less than 20. per"cent of coal, consumption. Its 
production, which' annually amounted to' 50 ' 
million inns early in the early 1960s, has. been 
steadily declining, even though the 1378:- pro*, 
duction showed a token rise from 1377.

It is-against this background.that Japan has .

Talks aimed at resolving the 
long-running dispute over 
alleged unfair advantages en¬ 
joyed by American textile 
manufacturers selling in 
Europe open in Geneva today. 

United States officials are 
likely to be told by European 
Commission representatives that 
their dual pricing policy for oil 
is subsidising exports . which 
now threaten to undermine the 
European man-made fibres 
industry. 

The Commission is seeking 
action under the terms of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
aod Trade (Gett). It is under¬ 
stood that the Commission still 
hopes to persuade the Ameri¬ 
can administration to take 
voluntary action to halt the 
flow of low-cost imports made 
possible by cheap energy and 
feedstock in production. 

Britain—and, to a lesser 
extent, Italy—have repeatedly 
claimed that these imports are 
disrupting domestic industries, 
where cutbacks in workforce 
now total several thousand. 

Although British industrial 
leaders are encouraged by the 


fact that formal talks are 
Laking place after many months 
of what they have described 
as “pussyfooting" they are 
apprehensive about the out¬ 
come. 

The industrialists feel that 
unless the Americans cooperate 
the * Commission should lay 
proposals for some form . of 
direct action—countervailing 
duties or quotas—before the 
Council of Ministers 

Yesterday Mr Leonard Regan, 
president of the British Textile 
Confederation, and Mr Ian 

MacArtbur, its director, lobbied 
British European MPs in 
Strasbourg- “ The American 
assault on our market is based 
on distorted prices ” Mr 
MacArthur said. 

He added that, apart from 
causing damage to industry, 
artificially low prices for indus¬ 
try were intolerable at a time 
or world energy crisis. 

Mr MacArtnur urged the 
Commission to put forward pro¬ 
posals to counter the artificial 
price advantage, and the Coun¬ 
cil of Ministers to fulfil 
Immediately the commitment to 
take action which it gave the 


industry in April. 

So far the British Govern¬ 
ment has resisted industry re¬ 
quests to take unilateral action, 
bat it will again come under 
pressure to do so if the Coun¬ 
cil of Ministers fails to act. 

Last night man-made, fibre 
producers voiced concern that 
the timetable was too tight for 
agreement to be reached, .or 
action taken at this month’s, 
meeting of the * • Council of 
' Ministers. 

Several European MPs were 
p lanning co raise the matter in 
Strasbourg. 

United States fibre producers, 
faced with a depressed home 
market and a weak currency, 
began to* increase exports to 
Europe towards the end of last 
year. British industrial leaders 
have argued that favourable oil 
prices in the United. States 
were enabling producers there 
to operate with raw material 
costs as much as 33 per cent 
lower than in the United King¬ 
dom. 

It is accepted, however, that 
American producers ■' benefit 
from economies of scale and 
other cost advantages. 


Time to abolish car 
perks, managers say

A recommendation that tax 
concessions on company cars 
and petrol should be scrapped 
is contained in submissions by 
the Institute of Personnel 
Management to the Inland 
Revenue. 

The Institute wants a change 
to be made in the taxation of 
the private use of company 
cars ahead of any consideration 
of other fringe benefits.- It 
recognizes that there are a 
wide variety of other perks but 
says that taxing many of them 
would yield little revenue in 
relation to the cost of collec¬ 
tion. 

The submissions are made 
in response to the consultative 
document on the taxation of 
cars and petrol as benefics-in- 
kind issued by the Inland 
Revenue in August. The dead¬ 
line for commeots runs out at 
the end of this month. 

Representative organizations 


were asked to give their views, 
among other things, on the 
amount and the tuning of a 
realistic scale for car benefits. 
They were also asked for their 
opinions on the abolition of the 
£8.500 salary threshold for 
taxing car and petrol benefits. 

The Institute is in favour of 
both proposals. It says chat cars 
should be taxed on their market 
value rather than on a system 
relating to engine .size. It also 
says there no justification for 
the £8,500 limit. 

Company cars and petrol 
have been taxed too low and 
this has created a recent ten¬ 
dency for their use to became 
more widespread, the Institute 
states. 

“This tendency should be 
reversed and the best way of 
achieving this is for the benefit 
to be taxed in ?. realistic man¬ 
ner”. 

It has told the Inland Rev¬ 
enue that, in general, M payment 
of employees should be by 
ary or wage”.

A third London airport on 
the coast at Maplm, Essex, 
could be built in seven years

Trammell Crow, the Texan 
property developer, who has a 
highly successful trade mart in 
Dallas covering 7 million square 
feet and another in Brussels..

ready has planning penxtissioa 
for six storeys of showrooms 
and other facilities amounting,

Coal could outstrip oil as the 
most important seaborne com¬ 
modity by the year 2000 , a 
speaker at a London conference 
on bulk-carriers said yesterday. 

The rapidly rising demand 
for coal as a substitute for oil 
could lead ro a major shortage 
oF medium-sized bulk-carriers 
by 1981. Mr Michael Ratcliffc, 
publisher of Lloyd’s Stripping 
Economist predicted. His publi¬ 
cation organized the conference. 

But after burning their fin¬ 
gers so badly over tankers in 
the early Seventies banks would 
be wary' of lending too much io 
the wrong owners. This, To¬ 
gether with a shortage of cash 
among owners, suggested there 
would he no rush to place mass 
orders for tonnage, even though 
good growth prospects For ore 
and grain as well as coal meant 
long-term prospects for dry- 
bulk-carriers were ** very bright 
indeed.” 

Japan now accounts for 35 
per cent of world dry bulk im¬ 
ports, but Mr Ratcliffe ques¬ 
tioned whether past economic 
growth could he maintained in 
die light of higher oil prices 
and competition from other 
Far East countries 

It was also becoming in¬ 
creasingly obvious that Russian 
industry and agriculture were 
not performing as planned, with 
oil, coal, and grain all failing 
to meet their targets. Polish 
coal was therefore likely to be 
diverted to Russia. 

“ The Soviets and their satel¬ 
lites will become more, rather 
than less, dependent on the 
West, and this must have major 
political and economic reper¬ 
cussions,” Mr Ratcliffe said.

Stenhouse hit by sterling 


Business could hare been bet¬ 
ter for the United Kingdom-end 
of Stenhouse Holdings in this, 
its 75th anniversary year. 

After tbe Caledonian Hold¬ 
ings sell-off drama earlier this 
year, another jarring note is 
struck by news of a full-year 
profits fall of 15 per cent to 
£8.8ra and a maintained divi¬ 
dend payment. 

In common with the orher 
United Kingdom insurance 
broking leaders, Stenhouse has 
been hard hit by rising sterling, 
rate-cutting, particularly in the 
Canadian and Australasian mar¬ 
kets. and mounting overheads. 

Its share of Reed Stenhouse 
broking profits has dropped 
from E8.2m last year to £7.5m 
in the year to September 30. 
Exchange movements alone 
could have clipped £750,000 off 
the total, and with the expense 
ratio rising a few points, Steu- 
house has clearly had consider¬ 
able success in developing new 
business to compensate. 


Industrial profits worked out 
at under Elm against £2.4m, 
reflecting only three months’ 
contribution from Caledonian, 
which Stenhouse floated off for 
around £6m and which subse¬ 
quently went to Comet Radio- 
vision'for around three times 
that price. 

Despite a £500,000 boost from 
the disposal. Stenhouse shows 
an extraordinary debit below 
the line of £J.lm (£219,000) 
mainly reflecting a loss of more 
than Elm on the sale of the 
Dominion House to the broking 
subsidiary, and a further 
£500,000 or so in currency 
realignment. 

With difficult conditions con¬ 
tinuing ro prevail in world mar¬ 
kets, the Stenhouse board warns 
shareholders that profits for the 
current half year are unlikely 
to be as high as last time, but 
it adds that there will be an 
improvement in the second six 
months. 


Saatchi in 30 pc advance 


Despite the television shut¬ 
down this summer advertising 
agent Saatchi and Saatchi con¬ 
tinues to expand. Profits jumped 
30 per cent in the year to Sep¬ 
tember 30. 1979. 

■ Although the loss of revenue 
from the television dispute in 
August and September clearly 
influenced results, the £2.44m 
in pretax profits io the year 
(against £l.S7m) were well up 
to market forecasts. 

This was achieved on a 20 
per cent billings increase from 
£59.12m to £71.457m. 

The company says that this 
continued surge comes from 
the momentum of new business 
and the increase of existing 
business which was enough to 
cushion the worst effects of tbe 
television strike. 

Director Mr Maurice Saatchi 
pointed out that August is gen¬ 
erally a quiet month fqr tele¬ 
vision advertising. So the shut¬ 
down was not as damaging as 
it could have been. Tbe agency 


also receives a high proportion 
□f its revenue in the form of 
fees whictf continued to be col¬ 
lected despite the strike. 

The agency is broadly based 
through its provincial com¬ 
panies Roe & Partners Glouces¬ 
ter and Hall Advertising which 
rely more on press advertising 
.for revenue and were largely 
unaffected by the lack of com¬ 
mercial television. 

Mr Kenneth Gill, chairman, 
says in his annual statement 
that the main agency moved up 
from fourth to first position in 
tbe recent quarterly league 
table for advertising hillings 
and he reports that Saatchi’s is 
now wonting with three of 
Britain’s top advertisers. 

He adds that it is the com¬ 
pany’s aim to keep returns tn 
shareholders broadly in line 
with growth in the business. 
“This is particularly so, when, 
as now, our cash position is 
strong and we have zero bor¬ 
rowings ”, adds Mr. Gill.
